THE RELIEF sHIP PROTEUS 
ORUSHED IN SMI7H’S SOUND, 
THE S8HIP’s COMPANY AT ST. JOHN, WITH 
REPORTS OF DISASTER TO THE GREELY 

OBSERVATION EXPEDITION. 

St. Joun, Newfoundland, Sept. 13.—The 
United States Greely relief steam-ship Yantic 
has just anchored here. Her tidings are 
Jamentable. No word bas been received fr>m 
Greely or any of his party. The steamer Pro- 
teus was crushed in floe ice at the entrance to 
®mith’s Sound on July 23. Capt. Pike, his 
crew, and the scientific party are passengers 
by the Yantic. 

The first intimation of the disaster to the 
Proteus was found on Aug. 3 at Littleton 
Island by the Yantic. Lieut. Garlington left 
a record there describing the shipwreck, and 
indicating the general movement of Capt. 
' Fike and the ship’s company. On Aug. 4a 
search’ was instituted along the Greenland 
coast, from Cape Alexander to Cape Robert- 
son. Every point likely to bring up the re- 
treating party was searched until Sept. 2, 
when Upernavik was reached, and the whole 


Proteus were found in good health and 
Giirenie epivian They had been exposed for 
31 days and nights in their boats, making some 
. at intermediate harbors. The Pro- 
teus was crushed in a floeof ice at 3 P. M. on 
July 23, and sank within four hours, Fortu- 
nately, the company had sufficient time to save 
clothing, provisions, compass, and otber neces- 
saries to meet what might prove a protracted 
voyage. On July 25, the boats being equipped, 
provisioned, and manned, a start was made. 

The scene of the disaster was eight miles 
north-north-west of Cape Sabine, in latitude 
79° 51 north. Over 600 miles of ice and frigid 
sea was passed before Upernavik was reached. 
Wo provisions were landed from the steam- 
er, nor were any caches made, and all the 
stores intended fer the arctic colony’s relief 
went down in thesteamer. While at anchor 
in Danish Harbor, on Aug. 12, the Govern- 
or of Elburg came on board the Yantic and 
reported that the Danish steamer Sopnia had 
arrived there from a harbor 30 miles north of 
Cape York, and that her Captain had stated 
that a native Esquimau had told him that two 
natives who were with the Greely expedition 
arrived there on sledges last Winter, and 
reported that the party were all well, 
except Dr. Pavy, who had died. These 
natives went back to Lady Franklin Bay. 
Another Esquimau who arrived from the 
Greely camp reported that all the officers 
had been murdered by the men. Neither of 
these re is trustworthy, as the fondness 
of the Esquimau for lying and sensationalism 

laces them in the category of fiction. Capt. 

ike says thatas far north as Cape Sabine 
there was no trace of Lieut. Greely or bis 
party, and his failure to come south to Little- 
ton Island to meet the relief steamers this 
Summer evokes grave apprehensions as to his 
probable fate. The Proteus was retreating 
home when the ice nip overwhelmed her. She 
got barely 15 miles north of the scene of the 
shipwreck. 
he prospects of the Greely colony en- 
countering the rigors of a fourth Winter be- 
neath the arctic circle are mournful to con- 
template. Thecrews of the Yantic and Pro- 
teus are in excellent health. One death only 
occurred during the expedition, that of Henry 
Wilson, gunner’s mate of the Yantic, from 
apoplexy. 

e first officer of the Proteus briefly sum- 
marized the expedition as follows: ‘‘ The Yan- 
tic and Proteus left St. John at 4P. M. on 
Jure 29. The Proteus arrived at God Haven 
Bay, Drisco Island, on July 6, and the Yantic 
arrived at the same place on July 12. The 
necessary preparations were made and the 
Proteus sailed for. Island, arriving there 
on July 16. She left there on July 71, and 
two days afterward was crushed, sinking 
at 7 P. M. on Julv 2. Twenty-nine 
days were spent in the boat. Several 
storms were encountered, from which the 
boats took refuge under the lee of icebergs. 
Lieut. Colwell and six of thecrew parted com- 
pany with the others at Cape York. They 
found the Yantic on July 31, and reported 
that Capt. Pike and the remainder of the crew 
were moving southward. The Yantic reached 
Cory Island on Aug. 2, and the same night 
proceeded to Pandora Harbor, where records 
from Pike and Garlington were found. She 
next proceeded south along the Greenland 
coast, sending boats all around the islands 
in search of the missing crew. A storm and 
heavy pack-ice on Aug. 9 forced the Yantic 
to anchor to the leeward of Northumberland 
Island. The next day she bore away for 
Upernavik, arriving there on Aug. 22. On 
Aug. 27 she started for the Waigate coal 
mines and returned to Upernavik on Sept. 2, 
where Capt. Pike and the crew were found 
and taken on boara. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—The following re- 
port from Commander Wildes, of the United 
States steamer Yantic, with regard to the fail- 
ure of the Greely relief expedition, was re- 
ceived to-night by Commodore English, Act- 
ing Secretary of War: 

Sr. Joux, Newfoundland, Sept. 13. 
The Hon. William #. Chandler, secretary of the 

Navy, Washington: 

United States steamer Yantic has arrived. bring- 
ing Capt. Pike and crew of Proteus, Lieut. Gar- 
lington, and Greely relief party. All well. Steamer 
Proteus was crushed in ice six miles north of Cape 
Sabine July 23. Crew and relief party, after de- 

ting records at Littieton Island and Pandora 

rbor, retreated south in six boats to Upernavik, 
suffering much hardship in Melville Bay. Yantic 
reached Littleton Island Aug. 3, without much 
aiffcuity. Found records and immediately pre- 
ceeded southward. Searched coast and islands 
thoroughiy down to Saunders Islands. Ice pack 
then closed in, and could neither get around nor 
through, and was obliged to retreat under Jee of 
Northumberland Island. Aug. 9, southward gale 
baving loosened pack, was able to get thronch 
and continue search. Coast about Cape York 
filled with ice packed close. Could not get within 
20 miles of land. Aug. 10, havingice in all direc- 
tions bnt south-east, proceeded to Upernavik. 
Bent 15 days’ rations to Lesinsake—{Note—Prob- 
ebiy intended for Tessuissak, a small settlement 
between bet ween Caps Shackleton and Upernavik, 
and about 40 miles north of the latter]—and whale- 
boat to Cape Shackleton. On Aug. 22sailed for 
coal mine, thence to Godhaveu; ow Aug, 31 Lient, 
Caldwell arrived in launch from Upernavik. bav- 
ing been 39 days in open boat. Had separated 
ander orders at Cave York. Sailed same day for 
Upernavik. Found party arrived. Sept. 2 pro- 
ceedea homeward. Rough passage. Permission 
wished to coal here. FRANK WILDES. 


PRECAUTIONS WHICH WERE TAKEN. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—The loss of the 
Proteus fills the minde of those acquainted with 
the situation of the Greely party with anxiety and 
poncern. The failure of the Neptune to reach 
the colony last Summer was deemed very un- 
fortunate, and orders were given Lieut Gar- 
Jington to exhaust every endeavor to reach 


therm, or at least communicate with them this 
Summer. The department aid its best to secure 
the expedition against disaster. The Proteus was 
the ship which took Greely to his station in 1881, 
and bore a most excellent reputation as a 
Polar Sea vessel. Great pains were taken to 
choose just the right officer to command the 
relief party, and no better selection could have 
been made than Lieut. Garlington. The sbip was 
well equipped, and started in time to reach Smith's 
Sound at the most favorable season for naviga- 
tion. Lieut. Garlington’s orders were por- 
smptory in their language. They began as fol- 
lows: * You are aware of thenecessi y of reachiag 
Lieut. A. W. Greely and party with the expedition 
ofthis year. Thia necessity cannot be over-esti- 
mated, as Lieut. Greely’s supplies will be exhaust- 
ed during the coming Fall, and unless the relict 
ship can reach Lim hewill be ferced, with his 
party, to retreat southward by land before Winter 
setsin. Such a retreat will involve bardship and 
the probable abandonment of much valuable pub- 
tie property, with the possiple ‘loss of important 
records and life. For these and other reasons 
which will occur to you, no effort must be spared 
to push the vessel through to Lady Franklin Bay. 
{n ease, however, that the ice should block prog- 
ness northward from the entrance to Sraith Sound 
the instructions provided for a sledge-boat relief 
patty as follows: “If it should become clearly 
apparent that the vessel cannot be pushed 
through you will retreat from your ad- 
vance position and land your party 
and stores at or near Life Bost Cove. 
discharge the relief yessei with orders to return to 
St. Jobn, Newfoundland, and prepare for re- 
maluing with your party until relieved next year. 
As soon as possible after Junding, or in case your 
vessel becomes unavoidab!y frozen up in the ice 
pack, you wiil endeavor to communicate 
with Lieut. Greely by taking personal charge 
of a party of the most experienced and 
bardy men, equipped for sledging, carrying auch 
stores as is practicable to Cape Sabine, whence a 
smaller party, more lightly eauipped, still headed 
vy yourself, will push as far north as possi- 
He pr sntil ?ieut. Greely’s party is met. in 


this and other matters you will follow closely the 
instructions vf Lieut. Greely dated Aug. 17, 1881.” 
The order closed in the follewing words: “ It is 
believed that with the stores and supplies sent last 
year which are at St. John, Newfoundland, 
and at the Greenland ports, a list of 
which is herewith furnished, and which you 
will gather om your way northward, 
together with the provisions and articles supplied 
this year, everyth needful will have been fur- 
nished fer safety and suecess. I believe and ex- 
pect that yeu will zealously endeavor to effect 
the objeot of the expedition, which is to 
succeed in relieving your comrades, since upon 
your efforts their lives may depend, and yeu _ can- 
not over-estimate the cravity of the work en- 
trusted to your charge. A ship of the United 
States Navy, the Yantic, will accompany you as far 
as Littleton Istand, rendering you such aid as may 
become necessary, and as may be determined by 
the Captain of that ship and yourself when on 
the spot.”’ It is contemplated that the permanent 
station sball be visited in 1882and in 1883 by a 
steam sealer or other vessel, by which supplies 
for and such additions to the present party 
as are deemed needful will be sent. In case 
such vessel is unable to reach Lady Franklin 
Bay in 1882, she will cache a portion of 
her supplies and ail of her letters and 
dispatches at the most northerly point she attains 
on the east coast of Grinnell Land, and establish a 
small depot of suppliesat Littleton Island. No- 
tiees of the locality of such depots will be left at 
one or all of the foliowing places, y!z.. Cape Hawks. 
Cape Sabine, and Cape Isabella. In case no vessel 
reaches the permanent station in 1882 the vessel sent 
in 1883 will remain in Smith’s Sound until there is 
danger of its closing by ice, and on leaving will 
land all her supplies and a party at Littleton Island, 
which party will be Fe ge for a Winter's stay, 
and will be instructed to send sledge parties up 
the east side of Grinnell Land to meet this party. 
If not visited in 1882 Lieut. Greely will aban- 
don his station not later than September, 
1883, and will retreat southward by boat, following 
closely the east coast of Grinnell Land until the re- 
lieving vessel is met or Littleton Island is reached.” 
Beebe succeeded in cacheing supplies in 1r82 at 
Littleton Isiana and Cape Sabine, but the supplies 
were not expected to take the piace of those to be 
sent in 1883, and are insufficient, though far better 
than none. 

These extracts will clearly show how completely 
the Garlington expedition has failed and the ex- 
tent of Greely’s danger therefrom. As will be 
seen, ithas been assamed that the relief party 
could penetrate at least as far north as 
Ice-boat.Cove and land such supplies there as 
would enable the imprisoned explorers to 
hold out throughout the Winter. Herein lies 
one of the gravest dangers that awaits the Greely 
party. The programme was that they would set 
out from the Lady Franklin Bay station on the first 
of this month, if no relief came before that time. 
From their station to Ice-boat Cove is a distance 
of 200 miles in a straigut line, and nearly 300 by the 
route they must take. Moreover, it is a journey 
of most desperate peril and difficulty. If, 
however. ‘the party succeed in completing it 
they will not find the expected supplies and enel- 
ter at Ice-boat Cove, and will be obliged to either 
risk a Winter there with inadequate supplies or 
push on further south still. It is impossible now 
to succor them before next Summer, and mean- 
while they must depend on their own resourccs. 
pm Not a word has come from the Greely party 
since the Proteus left the station in 1881, and some 
of the officers acquainted with the situation feared 
they had perished before the approach of the re- 
lief expedition. If not, they willhave to make a 
hard fight for life under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances from now on to next Angust. It wilil 
bea Winter of great anxiety, and Congress will no 
doubt be called upon to make a liberal appropria- 
tion for a thorough search next Summer. 

Capt. Caziarc, Acting Chief Signal Officer, said 
to-night that a telegram had been sent Lieut. Gar- 
lington this afternoon askipg him to state what 
stores, if any, had been deposited by him on Lit- 
tleton Isiand. He was also requested to give the 
department full information immediately as to what 
could possibly be done to send relief to Greeley 
this Fall. The department had not yet received a 
reply to this telegram. Capt. Caziaro said that the 
department realizes fully the critical situation in 
which Lieut. Greely and his party were placed, and 
that nothing that could possibly be done to relieve 
them would be left undone. e said that there 
was no ground for hoping that Lieut. Garlington 
had landed any of his stones on Littleton Island, 
since if he had done so, his party after the 
wreck of the Proteus would have wintered 
there instead of retreating 500 milesto Upernavik. 
Lieut. Garlington, he said, fully appreciated the 
necessity of landing the stores en Littleton Island 
before endeavoring to force a passage up Smith's 
Sound, and the supplementary orders issued _ to 
him just before he sailec directed him todo so; but 
the Proteus having been. wrecked about 
25 miles to the north and west of Lit- 
tleton Island must have passed the last 
mentioned place: The only way in which 
he could account for tne failure to land the stores 
before proseeding northward, was that it bad been 
found impossible to doso. The fact that the Yan- 
tic afterward found it impossible to make land in 
search of the Protenus’s boats hethougnt bore out 
this assuinption, Hesaid that Lieut. Greeley had 
supplies for his party sufficient to maintain 
it until next Spring, but added that tbe 
question of the quantity of supplies for 
Greely at his station at Laay Franklin Bay was 
not the important one. The great misfortune was 
the failure to provide supplies for him at Littleton 
Island, and this was what made the loss of the 
Proteus such a disaster. Under the instructions 
upon which he was acting Lieut. Greely would 
break camp, he said, at Lady Frankiio 
Bay about the latter part of September 
and endeavor to make his way to Littleton Island, 
where he would count on findingshore. At ser- 
eral stations on the way down he would find sup- 
plies and boats for use where open sheets of water 
were to be crossed. The trouble would be met when 
Lieut. Greely reached Littleton Island. If he found 
no supplies bis situation would be critical indeed. 
He mignt be able to send back sledging parties to 
pick up the provisions deposited along the route, 
especially the two months’ supply left by the 
Nares expedition at Cape Hawkes, and in this way 
maintain bis party until relief could be sent to 
them there. He did not know what could be 
done, not having heard from St. Garlington, but 
thought a sledging party dispatched from Uperna- 
vik might beable toreach Lieut. Greey at Little- 
ton Island if he should succeed in getting there 
vefore his supplies failed and bring him fvod and 
assistance to enable him to retreat further south. 


The International Geogranhical Congress, at 
Hamburg, in 1879, arranged for some 10 arctic ex- 
peditions, ef which that at Franklin Bay was one. 
In 1880 Congrens gave the mency and authorit 
necessary, and in April, 1881, First Lieut. A. 
Greely, Fifth Cavalry, received his instructions as 
the head of the party. He coutracted for the 
transport of his little force from St. John, New- 
foundiand, in the Proteus, wnich was to return 
wher its passengers were landed in a locaiity 
whence they could reach their destination at Jati- 
tude north $1° 44’, longitude west 64° 45’. His 
assistart, Lievt. J. B, Lockwood, sailed from Bal- 
timore in the middie of June, 1881, together with 
W. H. Cross, W. 8. Jewell, D. L. Braivard, D. Linu, 
D. Star. J. Elisson, W. Saler, P. Grimm, J. Freder- 
icks, Wilfiam Ellis, ©. B. Henry, W. Whistler, 
Francis Long, Jacob Bender, and Henry Bieder- 
becks. No such attention asis usual was paid 
to the sailing of the party, perhaps because 
as it was a land party less of dan- 
ger and romance was -thought to attend 
it than when the expiorers went on shipboard. A 
telegram dated Aug. 18 reported an auspivious be- 
ginniog. They were only a month in going from 
st. John to Lady Frankiin Bay, the passace being 
the quickest recorded. At Littleton Island they 
found letters jeft by English explorers; at Life- 
boat Cove they found the transit instrument of the 
Polsris. On Aug. 1] they entered Discovery Har- 
bor, and there fixed their station. They named 
it in honor of Senator Conger. They eafily killed 
three months’ rations of musk eattle—an item of 
especial laterest now that two supply expeditions 
have failed to reach them—tho weather was fine, 
their building was rapidiy going up. aud all were 
well. In January, 1882, letters dated in September 
were reecived from Dr. Octave Pavy. He had gone 
to the arctic regions on tho Gulnare in 1880, but 
joined the Greely expedition at Goabaven. Since 
then nothing has been beard. 

In June, 1882, an expedition was sent under Lieut. 
Beebe, in the Neptune, to replenish the stores of 
the colony and relieve any who were desirous of 
returning. But the voyage which was so easy for 
the Proteus wus impossible forthe Neptune. The 
highest latitude reached was only 71° 20’ after a 
mosth’s sailing. The weather was bad, the boilers 
were strained, and more than once the vessel was 
raised by the ice three feet above her level on an 
even keel. Finally, as a last resource, the stores 
were cachéd, acoerding te an undérstanding with 
Lieut. Greely, and the Neptune returned. 

More than 200 volunteers offered to go on the 
second relief expedition. from whieh news is to 
day received. At its head was First Lieut. E. A. 
Gerlington, Seventh Cavalry. The Proteus, in 
which the expedition sailed, was doubtless the 
same boat which carried Lieut, Greely northward. 
She was the stanchest sealer sailing from 8t. 
Jolun. Herbullwas of oak. She was sheathed 
three inches thick in places vulnerable to the ice, 
her equipment of appointments which it was possi- 
ble to break or lose, such as rudder, serew. &c., 
was double and sometimes triple. She was 150 feet 
long, carried 618 tons, and in compound engines 
registered 110 horse. 1t was known that the season 
was unfavorable. and it was expected that the ves- 
sel might not be able to thread the ice-choked 
channel leading to Franklin Bey. In that event 
the instructions were to land at Life-boat Cove 
and send the steamer back. Effort was then to be 
made to reach Lieut. Greely overland. But it ap- 
pears that the Pr teus was crushed, and sank 
within about a month after her departure, and be- 
fore her work was begun. All hands are reperted 
saved

THE STRATFORD MURDER 


DR. WHITH’S EXAMINATION SET- 
TLES TWO THINGE. 

HE FINDS THAT ROSE AMBLER’S ASSAILANT 
Was A WHITE MAN-—A FRESH CLUE 
FRON WATERBURY. 

New-Haven, Sept. 18.—After a long- 
continued secret session, at which Coroner 
Holt obtained evidence that he deems impor- 
tant, the Rose Ambier inguest adjourned to- 
night until next week. Throughout the greater 
part of the day Dr. Moses White, of this city, 
who figured as an expertin the Mary Stannard 
ease, was before the jury. His testimony sat- 
isfied the Coroner and the jurors of two 
things—that while an outrage might have 
been attempted it was not, effected, and thet 


the girl’s assailant was not a negro, but a 
white man. No other evidence worthy of 
repetition was taken. Dr. White said asto the 
result of his exaimnation under microscope 
of the clothes found en the dead body, that he 
found on these garments no suspicious stains 
which might not have resulted naturally Ex- 
amination of the girl’s body removed, in Dr. 
White's opinion, the probability of violation, 
although he was not sure that some evidence 
did not exist tending to show that an outrage 
was attempted. 

This testimony was not wholly new, agreeing 
as itdid with that previously given by Dr. 
Nooney, of Stratford. and Dr. Porter, of 
Bridgeport, who conducted the first and the 
second autopsies last week. Nor was itso in- 
teresting as that which followed. At the sug- 
gestion of Detective Arnold and Deputy Cor- 
oner Joyce, soon atter the crime was discov- 
ered, all the Snger-uailp of the dead girl were 
carefully peeled and scraped. and the peel- 
ings and scrapings were preserved and given 
to Dr. White for microscopical and 
chemical examination, It was the theory 
of Messrs. Arnold and Joyce that if Rose 
Ambler had fought desperately for her life it 
was likely that she had torn the skin of her 
assailant in the struggle. and they hoped to 
find attached to these nuils some evidence that 
might provide a clue. Their theory had 
at the start for its support the fact 
that two of her nails were torn, while 
one had been wrenched almost en- 
tirely from the fiesh and was held to the 
finger by only a fragile thread of skin. Dr. 
White’s report of bis work to-day indorsed to 
an unexpected degree the good judgment that 
prompted this action. He testifled that in the 
cuttings and peelings of the nails he bad 
found pieces of human skin and clots of 
human blood. The fragments of skin he 
had compared with pieces cut from the 
zirl’s own body and with otbers cut from the 
bodies of a white man, a mulatto, ana a full- 
blooded negro with great care, He bad criti- 
cally examined each microscopically and he 
had been convinced beyond doubt that the 
specimens found under the murdered woman’s 
nails had come from the person of a white 
man, and from a part of the body browned by 
the sun. They materially differed from Rose 
Ambler’s own skin and could be readily dis- 
tinguished from thet of the mulatto and the 
full black man. Attached to the pieces of skin 
were found blood corpuscles, which Dr. 
White’s examination convinced him were 
from human blood. 

Further than the establishment to bis own 
and the jury’s satisfaction that these skin 
fragments and blood corpuscles had come 
from the person of some white man, the testi- 
mony of Dr. White took little of the mystery 
fromthe crime. It is evident, however, that 
the detectives feel much assured by the 
testimony, and those who have believed 
most firmly in the probable guilt of 
William Lewis, Rose’s lover, have, 
they say, had their suspicions much 
strengthened. It has leaked out to-nignt 
that seratches were noticed on Lewis's bands 
soon after the murder, and: State ~ 
Fessenden and Mr. ny foci both quoted a3 
saying they had noti the marks, The latest 
story represeuts that on the Tuesday after the 
murder Mr. Fessenden bad Lewis brought be- 
fore him in a private room, Mr. Joyce 
was present. oth. men plied , Lewis 
with questions, and in the excitement of 
the examination Lewis slapped both of 
his hands on his knees. Both Mr. Fessenden 
and Mr. Joyce noticed two slight, but long and 
very plain, scratches on the back of Lewis's 
left hand near the little finger. Mr. Joyce be- 
gan to look intently at the spot, and in 
the pause between questions Lewis no- 
ticed the direction of his eye. In- 
stantly Lewis betrayed signs of nervous- 
ness. He hitched about in his chair, threw 
one leg over the other, and placed his bands 
behind his head. Notonce again during the 
examination did either of the questioners get a 
chance to take anotber look at his hands. De- 
tective Bibbins alsosays that on the first day 
of the hearing he noticed the two scratches on 
Lewis’s hand. When Lewis appeared before 
the Coroner’s jury yesterday the scratches had 
disappeared, and in answer to pointed ques- 
tions he denied that there ever had been any 
scratches on his hand, and was positive that 
there were none when he appeared before At- 
torney Fessenden in Bridgeport. 

Detectives Wood and Bibbing have been at 
Birmingham and Shelton to-day, where Lewis 
works, and it is intimated that they will be 
able to produce evidence that he and Rose in- 
dulged in improper relations.

Wartersory, Conn.. Sept. 18.—On Tues- 
day night, Sept. 4, Night Watchman Coffee, at 
the New-Engiand Railroad station, inthiscity, 
had his attention drawu to a suspicicus- 
looking man who was walking up and down 
the platform muttering to himself. He ap- 
proacked the man, who said he wanted to go 
to Charter Oak, near Hartford, and asked the 
watchman to furnish him a place to sleep, 
stating that he was afraidto go up town and 
apply for a lodging, as he feared that he would 
be recognized. Cotfee, who had not then heard 
of the Stratford murder, took pity on the man, 
whom he regarded as a crank, and placed bim 
in a baggage car, where he told him he could 
sleep until the train started in the morning. 

The man, however, did not go to sleep. 
Coffee heard him walking about in the car, 
and at3 o’clock on Weanesday morning ho 
opened the door of the car, and looked in, The 
man started as if in mortal terror, but on rec- 
ognizing Coffee he calmed somewhat, and 
told him in language which was almost unin- 
telligible that he had committed a great wrong. 
He had fallen in love with a woman, he said, 
who had promised to marry another man, 
but, he said, with a hideous smile, **She 
will never marry again.” Coffee asked the 
man where he had come from, and he answered 
‘*Bridgeport,” but then suddenly correcting 
himself said, ‘no, New-York.’’ Hewent East 
on the morning train, and Coffee now thinks 
that he was in some way connected with the 
murder cf Rose Ainbler. His strange actions, 
the watchman thinks, cannot be accounted for 
on any other theory than that he had been 
guilty of some crime, end the moment he read 
of the Stratford murder he connected the man 
with that tragedy.

A SOUTHERN WIFE'S PRAYER. 


ELIZABETH SHEEHAN’S CHARGES OF BRU- 
TALITY AGAINST HER HUSBAND. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 13,—Society in Atlanta 
has been stirred up by the filing of a suit for di- 
vorce by Mrs. Elizabeth Sheehan against her hus- 
band, Cornelius Sheehan. Mr. Sheehan is worth 
$100,000, owning nearly $70,000 in Atlanta real 
estate. He was married to his wife, Mies Harrison, 
in Patnam County, Ga.,in 1855, and nine children 
have been born tothem, These children, especial- 


ly the young ladies of the family, constitute an 
interesting group. The elder girls have received 
a liberal education, and came forth from the 
Giris’ High School with distinguished honors, 
two of them, Mixs Mollie and Miss Hannah, 
being upon the teachers’ roll of the public school 
eystem. Inthe petition for a divorce which Mrs. 
Sheehan has filed the causes moving her to take 
the step are very eloguentiy set forth. The reci- 
tals are specific and much too elaborate to be re- 
peated verbatim. Sie alleges that for some 10 
woe past cruei and inhuman treatment of herselt 
»y her husband has heen continuons and malicious. 
She avers that she bas been a dutiful and faithful 
wife, and thet he has no jnst reason to be 
offeuded with her, and therefore his cruel 
treatment is without cause and wholly at- 
tributable to malice and a_ bad i heart. 
The cruel treatment is alleged to have consisted 
or beating her in the face and upon various por- 
tions of her body, inflicting paintul and serious 
bruises, contusions, and wounds, and she alleges 
that his favorite method of assaulting her was by 
chocking her ina most violent manner. She fur- 
ther avers that for some years she has been com- 
pelled to live apart from him in the house, and to 
refuse his companionship. She was forced to avoid 
him as the only means of escaping his inbumanand 
causeless assaults. She says that for a jong period 
eontinuing up to the filing of the petition, Mr. 
Sheehan forbade her to appear at the family 
board and to take her meals while he was present. 
All these matters are set forth in most painful 
terms. Mrs. Sheehan also charges her husband 
with having causelessly and cruelly, during many 
years, repeatedly attacked his grown daughters— 
Misses Mollie, Hannah, and Nora—and inflicted 
upon them painful injuries. Among these acts 
are recounted frequent assaults uvon Miss Mollie, 
whereby her eyes, face, und body were so 
bruised as to disfigure and disable ber. She 
was humiliated, her mether says, by being 
compelied to appear before her school and the 
public with black and bruised features, the result 
of one of the assaults of her father. fn like mauner 
Misses Haunah and Nora have been frequent vic- 
tims of his caprice and rage, and been mortified by 
the exposure ot their maltreatment to tke neigh- 
bors and the public. On account of all these 
charges Mrs. Sheehan prays for a divorce from her 
busband and for such a division of the property of 
the defendant as wil! give her an adequate support 
and provide for the maintenance and education of 
her children, the custody of whom she seeks. A 
schedule of the property filed with the petition 
shows that the defendart owns real estate and 
buildings in the city to the amount of over $66,000. 
The attorneys for Mrs. Sheehan are Judge W. F. 
Wright and Gen, Gartrell. The case has excited 
very general interest.

REAPER COMPANIES AT WAR.

THE ANSWER IN THE IMPORTANT SUIT 
AGAINST THE ESTERLYS. 
MILWAUKEZ, Wis., Sept. 18.—The answer 
in the case of D. M. Osborne & Co., of Auburn, N. 
Y., against George and G. W. Esterly, father and 
Son, doing business under the firm name of George 
Esterly & Son, at Whitewater, Wis., manufactur- 
ers of the Esterly reaper and mower, was filed in 
the United States court to-day. It will be remem- 


bered that the Osbornes lately sued the Esterlys 
for lidel, claiming damages in the sum of $150,00v, 
and alleging that they had issued circulars aud 
made statements concerning the Osborne machines 
that were malicious and false, damaging their 
business to the amount stated. The answer 
is very long, coverlag many pages of closely print- 
ed legal cap. All of the allegations in the com- 
plaint are emphatically denied, and counter 
charges are made against the plaintiffs. Stripped 
of its legal verviage, the answer claims that the 
Esterly binder is the original invention, embodying 
all of the devices in dispute; that D. M. Osborne & 
Co., seeing that their machines were becoming un- 
salable on account of the superiority of the Esterly 
machines, applied the principle identically to their 
own harvesters to the great disadvantage of 
the defendants; that after applying the principle 
they first sold the machine under the name of the 
Esterly, and then changed it tothe Osborne. It is 
alleged that the Osoorne people circulated reports 
that they had foreclosed and obtained possession 
of the property of the Esterlys, which statement 
was malicious and false, and did great injury to 
the defendants. The answer closes by demanding 
the dismissa! of the plaintiff's action and judg- 
ment against the defendants for damages inthe sum 
ef $500,000 besides all costs of tne action. J. H. 
Page and W. F. Vielas appear as the defendants’ 
lawyers. ‘The suit is one of the most important 
ever recorded in the local courts, and the outcome 
will be eagerly watched.

TROUBLEIN A CITY BUREAU 


IRREGULARITIES FOUND IN THE 
WATER REGISTER’S OFFICE. 
SOMETHING IN ONE FORMER CLERK’S AC- 
COUNTS WHICH IS BEING INVESTIGATED 
—THE AMOUNT INVOLVED NOT YET 

ASCERTAINED. 

For some days there have been rumors 
afloat to the effect that irregularities had been 
discovered in the office of the Water Register, 
one of the bureaus of tne Public Works 
Department. The rumor that reached THE 
TIMES office placed the amount of money 
involved at between $100,000 and $200,000. It 
also implicated one man and hinted at the 
probability of several others being more or 
less concerned. When inquiry as to the truth 
or falsity of this very serious allegation were 
made it was ascertained beyond a doubt that 
irregularities of some nature existed, as much 
as this being frankly admitted by Commis- 
sioner Thompson himself. 

During the busy season in this department 
the receipts for Croton water rents are very 
large, varying from $4,000 to $40,000 some 
days. The date of paying water rents falls 
due May 1 each year, and for the months of 
May, June, and July there is so general a re- 
sponse from the City’s debtors that the Water 
Register and his clerks are kept busy enough 
in receiving money, distributing receipts, and 
checking their accounts. The bureau is recog- 
nized as one of the most important in the 
City’s system of government on account of the 
large yearly revenue wh ch it returns to the 
City Chamberlain. The office business is 
neither detailed nor cumbersome, and because 
of its simplicity little inducement to engage in 
crookedness behind their desks is offered 


the clerks. Under’ the existing law, 
a@ penalty must be paid in addition 
to his regular’ réntal by whoever 
fails to settle his debt by the 1st of Angust. 


Printed notices are sent out to delinquents, , 


and atter the office has exhausted every effort 
to collect its rents it annually turns the bills 
over to the Bureau of Arrears for collection. 
As an illustration of the amount of these 
arrears it may be stated tnat tor the year end- 
ing April 30, 1882, it was upward of $96,000. 
Water Register Chambers and his assistants 
are at the present moment preparing a lst of 
the delinquents for tne year ending April 30, 
1883, and the amount of their dues to the City. 
As soon as it is completed it will be sent to the 
Arrears Bureau as usual. Mr. Chambers was 
unable yesterday to say whether the amount 
would be larger this year than last or smaller, 
the returns having only been partially com- 
pleted. The delinquents are arranged with 
reference to the wards in which their property 
is situated, and the full amounts bave thus far 
been footed up of only half a dozen wards. 

Altiough the accounts svstem itself prom- 
ised so little remuneration for any attempts at 
falsification, it appears to have been an easy 
inatter for some of the employes to indulge in 
systematic peculation outside the office, and to 
have conducted their operations for some little 
time without being detected. It was not diffi- 
cult for a clerk, when on intimate terms with 
a debtor, a liquor-dealer for instance—and 
this class uses a large quantity ot water dur- 
ing the year—to collect the amount of his debt, 
as ‘‘a mere matter of accommodation,’’ and 
fail to make return to the Register’s office. 
At all events, this appears to have been 
the method pursued by somebody, elso the 
present irregularities had not occurred. 
Exactly what led to their discovery, 
whether in the increased amount of arrears or 
the vehement declarations. of, certain debtors, 
registered as delinquents, that they had paid 
certain clerks, and although receiving no re- 
ceipts had supposed that everything was ail 
right, bas not yet been ascertained. Water Reg- 
ister Chambers was vawiliing to enter into 
any details, but referred the inquirer to Com- 
wissioner ‘l‘nompson. 

The Commissioner was asked for a statement 
in regard ‘to the matter. Hesaid: ‘I regret 
exceedingly that anything should be made 
public about the matter before it has been 
definitely ascertained whether the City isa 
loser and to what amount. 1 cannot go ex- 
tensively into detail just yet. I can only say 
this: Information was brought to me that 
there was something wrong evout the collec- 
tion of moneys in the Water Register’s Bu- 
reau, and limmediately began an investigu- 
tion. Ihave the matter already well in band, 
and should soon have known the extent of the 
loss, if it proves a loss, and who is responsible 
for it. There are somes things in connection 
with the services of a man named Ira C. 
Bellows which require explanation, and until 
this is forthcoming Ido not care to say much 
about the matter. Bellows resigned from the 
department last Spring and went West. He 
has been written to and a prompt reply is ex- 
pected. I cannot state the exact amount of 
money that is involved. You can say, how- 
ever, that it is not between $100,000 and $200,- 
000. 1 am not sure yet whether there will be 
any loss to the City whatever. If there should 
be it will be a very, very small amount. I do 
not want to be understood as treating flippant- 
lv the subject of even a slight deficiency in the 
accounts of a City department, for 1 recog- 
nize that a theft of $250 demands quite as 
much investigation and attention as one of 
raany thousands. There are none of the other 
empioyes in the bureau to my knowledge in- 
volved. There are vone of them that bave 
over-stepped the limits of their vacation or 
that have disappeared, fearful of the conse- 
guences of their acts.” 

Mr. Bellows received a salary of $1,350, and 
had been employed in the bureau almost from 
the date of its formation many years ago. 
When he resigued he told his associates that Le 
had been offered a better position in the rail- 
road business at the West. His location is 
known, and the department ought to have no 
trouble in communicating with him. When 
he resigned bis associates presented him witha 
diamond pin. Mr. Bellows came from Nyack 
to King’s Bridge with his wifeand two sons 
last Fall and remained at the latter place until 
April, when he went West, presumably to 
Montana, with his family. There his brother 
has amassed a fortune, although he settled in 
the Territory originally with only $100 in his 
pocket. Mr. Bellows passed among the few 
people in King’s Bridge with whom he came 
in contact as a pleasant gentleman who earned 
a fair income and lived within his means. His 
home was 2 modest two-story frame cottage 
‘* on the hiil,” comfortably furnisbed, Hehad 
less than an acre of land, on which bis gar- 
den and stables were situated, and the 
property was rented by bim for $39 
a month Mr. Bellows drove a pair of 
sorrel ponies, worth not more 
$300, and a sorry-looking phaeton. He dressed 
very plainly, at times almost sbaobily, and 
on several occasions when a hackman drove 
him and bis wife home from the station the 
latter paid the bill. Mr. Bellows was in the 
habit of dropping in at Taylor’s Hotel, at In- 
wood, end induiging in a sociable drink or a 
game of billiards. He never conveyed the 
idea, however, that he bad much money, 
and never made any display of it' He seemed 
to be devoted to his wife, who is about 10 
years his junior, and lived quietly at King’s 
Bridge, although it is said that he entertained 
a great deal during his residence in Nyack.

FOR ROBBING THEIR EMPLOYERS. 


A COLLECTOR AND BOOK-KEEPER OF A BREW- 
ING COMPANY ARRESTED 

RocHEsSTER, N. Y., Sept. 18,—Ex-Alderman 
John Stape, formerly collector fer the Genesee 
Brewing Company, and Frank G. Adelman, for 
many years a book-keeper of the some company, 
are under arrest on a charge of embezzlement. 
The amount of funds misappropriated is not stat- 
ed by the eompany, but it is believed to be $20,000. 
On Sunday the prisoners went to Niagura Falls. 
On Monday Stape returned alone, and stated that 
Adelman had gone to Canada and would not 
come back. This seemed suspicious to the officers 


of the company. and an expert wus employed to 
look over the books. The investigations showed 
heavy, and to the officers extraordinary, dis- 
crepancies, Stape was immediately arrested 
on a charge of embezzlement, whieh had 
-been hanging over his head since Decem- 
ber, when he left the company, and in default 
of $4,000 bail he was committed to. jail. 
Yesterday Adelman, filled with remorse, returned 
to Rochester for the purpose of giving himself up 
to justice and atoning for bis wrong deeds. He 
was arrested immediately upon his arrival and 
lodged in jailin company with the ex-Alderman. 
To-day Adeiman, in consultation with the officers 
of the company, made a full confession. It was 
the old story of a trusted employe confessing that 
he hed abused the trust reposed in him, and had 
taken that which did not belong to him. In his 
tulk with the Directors Adelman gave a complete 
history, so far as lay in his power, of the transac- 
tions which led to the shortnesa in his ac- 
counts. He showed them memoranda, and 
when they left promised to make affidavit 
to the* revelations which he had made, 
which affidavit is to be used in the proceedings in 
court. It is alleged that when he was collector 
Stape misappropriated the funds of the company, 
and Adelman, the book-keeper, manipulated the 
acconnts and covered them up. Finally, Stape 
was compelled to leave the company. He had ac- 
quired a taste for gambling, and became the re- 
punted proprietor of faro and poker roomga, to 
which place he repeatedly enticed Adelman. The 
latter, having wrongfully obtained the funds of the 
company, played to win enough to pay back, but, 
as usually is the case, only sank deeper into the 
toire, During the last three months $10,000 had 
been Jost in gambling or squandered in 
dissipation. The ofticersof the company believe 
that a carefully organized conspiracy bas been on 
foot for a yearto robthem. Thoy have secured 
ex-Senator George Raines as counsel and are de- 
termined to punish the guilty parties to the fall ex- 
tent of the iaw. The arrest of the prisoners caused 
great excitement in thecity. Stapeisone of the 
best known men in Rochester and was always be- 
lieved to be honest by the great mass of the com- 
munity. He served one term in the Common Coun- 
cil and was prominent in other ways. Adelman 
had been employed by the Genesee Brewing Com- 
pany for several years, He commenced work 
backed by excelient recommendations from an- 
other brewing company. Until lately he bad con- 
aucted himself ina straight and honorable manner. 
He is believed to be the victim of relentless 
conspirators, and to be more sinned against than 
sinning. It is thought that he was led into crime, 
apd, when once entrapped. was used as a cat’s- 
paw torobthecompany. He saw nothing but dis- 
grace in the future unless his losses could be met, 
and commenced gambling in hopes of winning. 
Neither ot the prisoners would talk to reporters 
regarding the merits of the case or the inside his- 
tory of the transactions. One of the Directors of 
the company said to-night that the future had 
some startling revelations in store.

STEALING A MAN’S WIFE AND THEN CHARG- 

ING HIM FOR HER CHILDREN’S BOARD. 

Evmima, N. Y., Sept. 13.—A lawsuit which 
has awakened great interest in Chemung County, 
owing to the peculiar circumstances which led to 
it, was concluded at Horseheads a few days ago, 
befure Col. A. E. Baxter, Referee. The parties to 
the suit are Howlan Evans, a farm laborer, and 
Reuben Tifft. a well-to-do farmer, both of the 
town of Veteran. In 1864 Evans lived with his 
wife and three children in the neighborhood of 
Tift, by whom ho,was frequently-employed.. In 


that year. Evans enlisted in the army, receiving a 
bounty of $700. This money he sent to ‘Tifft; and 
subsequentiy, as he claims, he sent the :farmer 
$192 more. In his letters to rifft Evans requested 
him to look after the interests of his family 
duriug his absence. It is in evidence 
thet about the time that Evans. enlisted 
Tiftc’s wife died, and soon after that the farmer’s 
attention to the soldier’s wife became marked. He 
deeded her a house and 12 acres of land in the 
Spring of 1865, anc in Aprii of that year she took 
her children and all her household goods and per- 
sonal preperty and went to live with Tifft. A few 
weeks afterward she obtained a divorce from her 
husband and married Tifft. When Evans returned 
he found that he had no wife, children. or home, 
and ail his efforts to recover his money and property 
and the custody of his children were unavailing. 
His children grew up under Tifft aud married. 
Finally, Evans was advised to bring suit to re- 
cover his bounty money and other moveys 
which he claims to have sent to Tifft, 
and the case was referred to Col. Baxter. 
Tifft defended the suit. He acknowledged 
having received $761 from Evans, but presented a 
claim for boarding the plaintiff’s children. after 
haying robbed him of them, and refused to allow 
him their custody. ‘Tifft alsoalleged in his defense 
that Evans was to pay him out of the money for 
the house and lot which he deeded to Evans's wife, 
it having teen done at Evans’s request in order 
that she might have ahome. It appeared, how- 
ever, that Mrs. Evans never occupied the house, 
having gone to Tifft’s house after the trunsfer was 
made toher. She subsequently sola the timber on 
the place for $100-and the place itrelf for $500, 
which money she gave to ‘lifft. Whenone of 
Evans's daughters was married ‘lifft gave her $150, 
which sum he claims must be charczed tothe fund 
which Evans placed in bis hands. Referee Baxter's 
decision has not yet been given, but it is under- 
a that it will be entirely in favor of the plain- 
tiff.

ASHORE ON A SANDY BEACH

STRANDING OF THE STEAM-SHIP 
ANDEPENDENTE, 
RUNNING AGROUND IN A FOG ON THE LONG 
ISLAND COAST—THE PASSENGERS IN KC 
PERIL AND THE VESSEL UNINJURED. 


Soon after 4 o’clock yesterday morning the 
Italian steam-ship Independente, from Palermo 
Aug. 26, and from Gibraltar Aug. 30, went ashore 
off Jones’s Beach, Long Island, a long, narrow 
strip of land separated from the mainland 
at Freeport by a seven miles’ stretch of 
water and shoals that bardly deserves a’ 
better title than marsh. All day long the 
steamer layin the sand, on’a nearly even xeel, 
settling down into a gravelly bed, where she Jay 
easily at 8 o'clock last evening. T'wo tugs of the 
Merritt Coast-wrecking Company were along- 
side at that hour, and others arrived during the 
night. It is expected that the fleet of tugs sent to 


her assistance wiil be able to pull her off the shoal 
at high tide at about 6 o’clock this morning. 

For 36 hours previoss to striking the Inde- 

pendente was cruising about in a dense fog, trying 
to find a pilot, but, failing in this endeavor, Ca 
Peter Pirandello, who had not been able to 
an observation for three days, 
reckoning ant ran his vessel in the 
dense fog onte the shoal wkere she 
now lies, in about six or eight feet of water. 
is nearly a half-mile frem tho beach, and as the 
sea, which was running very high when the vessel 
grounded, has gone down, is making no water 
and, her officers say, is not being 
in any way. the vessel struck there 
was great confusion on board among 
the nearly 200 men, women, and children eompris- 
ing the passéngers and crew. ‘their fears were 
allayed in a measure by the officers when 
was discovered that the Svessel was 
jured and lying on a sandy bottom. 
one on board knew, however, on 
coast they were. The  contiuons 
of rockets and cannon was not heard by the crew 
at Life-saving Station No. 28 on Jones’s 
until nearly daybreak, when the thick fog broke 
and the roaring of the ‘surf and breakers wag 
partially stilled. When the steamer was 
covered a iife-line was thrown out, but there 
was no occasion for its use, crews trom 
the station, and those composed of the sailors og 
the vessel being abie to convey all such passengers 
as wished to land to theshore. One im 
who got into one of the ship's boats, managed 
get away before the crew could man the boat and 
pulled to the shore, leaving behind a 
crowd, who swore at himin the most 
Italian phrases. -The passengers, numbering ov 
100, nearly all of whom were in the stesrage 
Italian er Silesian peasants, were landea without 
accident or Incident worthy of note. The crew 
60 men all told, several of the cabin passengers, in. 
cluding Francis Martinelli, the restaurateur, © 
this City, and about 25 steerage passengers, re~ 
mained aboard the vessel throughout the t.. 
All of these vill be brought to this City with 
baggage on en early train a 
About 50 of the steerage passengers, men, wor- 
en, and children, passed the night at the Life- 
Saving station, arrangements to care for and feed: 
them having been made with Capt. Brewer, 
command of the station, by a representative ‘o 
Messrs. Phelps, Brothers & Co., of Nos. 54and 56 
Broad-street, agents of the Navigazione Generale 
Italiana in this City, who went to Freeport ona 
special train from Long Island City on receipt of 
the news of the accident. A party of 24 came to 
this City yesterday afternoon. 

Among the saloon passengers of the vessel were 
Mrs. Ernest L. Oppenheim, the wife of the Ameri- 
can Consul at Cadiz, and her little boy. 8 years of 
age. Mrs. Oppenheim reachea New-York early in 
the evening and drove to the Hoffman House. In 
the evening she was visited by Mr. Walter del Mar, 
whois a member of the firm of Edward L. Oppen- 
heim & Co., bankers. Mr. Edward L. Oppenneim 
is a brother to Mr. Ernest Oppenheim. m Mr. 
de! Mar a brief sccount of the scenes on the steaw- 
ship. was obtained, as he heard it frem Mrs. 
Oppenheim's lips. “‘ It was abont 4 o’clock in they 
morning.” said Mrs. Oppenheim. “ when I was sud-- 
denly wakened by the grounding of the ship. 
There was immediately a bustling and on 
the deck overnead, fellowed by a panic below and 
a rush up the companienways. The excited 
pesgenanrs. half-clad me of them, scram- 

led up on deck and shouted to one 
to know what the matter.was. I was not much- 
frightened, for aan to me een we 
were aground, and the wind was no 1 ‘bard, 
though there waa apts 2-tog... TheoGeers ware: 
very cool and ed the fears of the passengers, 
who soon recovered their presence of mind in face 
of the emergency. It was two hours before the 
passengers were taken off fn the life-boats, but by 
6 o'clock we were ali ashore at Freeport. except a 
few of the passengers and the officers, who re- 
mained on board. The officers said that if it came 
on to blow hard the vessel would go to pieces; 
otherwise she was safe enough for the present."’ 

The Independente had as cargo 1,000 tons: 
sulphur and 14,000 boxes of oranges and lemons, 
and a miscellaneous cargo of wines, oils, and - 
eral merchandise. There were also on board four 
camels, sent by King Humbert, ef Italy, as a present 
to Druid Hill Park, Baltimore, and some white cat- 
tle of a rare breed, a present from King Humbert 
to President Garrett. of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Raijroad Company. These animals were the royal 
acknowledgment of Mr. Garrett’s gift to him of a 
handsome horse some time ago. The carga 
was consigned to a number of persons 
in this City and was fully insured, 
There. is no loss on this, as it ie all 
intact and uninjured. The representative of the 
agents and Capt. Pirandello have no fears that this 
will be injured. providing the steamer can be got 
from her present resting-place without injury, and 
of this they had no doubt last evening. ; 

Thiz was the first trip of the‘Independente, the 
steamer having been launched from the yard en 
the Clyde, where she was built, in June last. She 
is of fron, 4,500tqn# burden, 850 feet in length, 5 
feet breadth of beam, and °6 fest depth of hold. 
The hold has several water-tight compartments. 
Her engines are compound and of 360 nom. 
inal horse-power. Capt. Pirandello is Com- 
modore of the company’s fleet, and the 
oldest Captain in the American Mediterranean 
and Indian service of theline. He bas been main- 
ly in command of vessels piying between Mediter 
ranean and Atlantic ports, and the company’s 

agents attach no blame to him for the accident. 
His chief officer. Signor G. Cafiero, is also an old 
sailor between the same ports. The officers and 
crew, with ove exceptioa. are Italians. The rea- 
son the Independents did not secure a pilot was 
because she took the extreme southerly course, 
rather outside the cruising grounds of the pilots 
who hover in the vicinity of Montauk Point and of 
Fire Island.

The fact that action was to be taken upon 
the request of Tammany atking for a conference 
for the purpose of agreeing upona united delega- 
tion to Buffalo had the effeot of bringing together 
last evening very nearly every one of the 360 mem- 
bers of the County Democracy’s County Commit- 
tee. Peace and harmony prevailed. Justice James 
T. Kilbreth, was elected Chairman in the absence 
of John E. Develin, the Chairman of the County 
Committee. Tammany’s formal request for a pow- 
wow was read, and the grimmest silence prevailed 
asthe Secretary discharged this duty. Then a 
communication from Irving Hall, which has con- 
sented to confer with Tammany, was read. This 
was discovered by the County Democrats to be a 
request also for a conference. 

“We do not think it necessary,” wrote the scribe 
of Irving Hall, ** to enter into any discussion of the 
advantages to bederived by the party at large 
froma harmonious and united action of the De- 
mocracy in this City. The disheartening and 
dreary record of defeatand disaster which have 
marked its history from 1878 to 1882, must be too 
fresh in the minds of your nembers to require any 
mention now, while the decisive success which at- 


tended the ‘policy of conciliation Inaugurated in 
the State Convention last year amply attests its 
excellence and sagaeity. The sole object of 
this committee in inviting you to _ this 
couference is to present to our brethren, 
when assembled in convention, the almost unpre- 
cedented spectacie of a party united in opposition 
to our natura! polifical enemy, and to avoid those 
bittersnd unseemly controversies which always 
mark the presence of contending delegations at u 
convention, and whieh, by embittering Democrats 
against each other, tend to distract the party 
strength, imperil the success of its candidates, and 
ee the propagation and triumph Of its prin- 
ciples. 

Mr. E. Ellery Anderson got the floor after all this 
harmonious twaddle had been ventilated, and sub- 
mitted the following printed communication as 
the reply of the County Democracy to Tammany 
and Irving Hall:

Dear Sin: At a meeting of the County Committee of 
the New-York County bemoorncy, held this day, we 
were directed by the committee to send to you the 
following in reply te your communication of the 10th 
nst.: 

We have recelvea your communication inviting the 
co-operation of the organization of the County Democ- 
racy of New-York “ iu sending a single, unitea repre 
sentative delegation from this City to the convention 
to be held at Buffaio on the 27th inst.” In the expres- 
sion of a desire for united Democratic action which ac- 
companies your invitation we cordially concur. The 
Democrats we represent are most anxious that all 
Democrats should co-operate to promote the success 
of their party and of the great principles to whicn that 
party is devoted. The way to aocomplish a result so 
desirable seems to us to be plain. 1¢ goes to the 
common sense of men, that primary meetings in which 
ali Democrats may freely and fairly parcicipate, and 
in which each individuai has his equal voice. are the 
fairest, if not the only, method by which real unity 
oan be secured. Such an opportunity is presented by 
the action of the Democratic State Committee, taken 
under the authority given by the last De:ocratic State 
Convention, in the p. ngs of which convention 
the representatives of Tammany Hall and of Irving 
Hall acquiesced, 

Itisnow proposed, if we understand jour invita- 
tion correctly, to substitute for this fair and just 
method of eiecting delegates, a divicion of the 
delegates by the leaders of conflicting politi- 
cal organizations, Ic is clear to us that such 
a sysiem would not accompiish any good result, 
nor would it give satisfaction to the people. Itis aiso 
lable to the vital objection that it would substitute 
for the independent action of the several assembly 
districts, established by the Cassid resolution 
as the policy of the Democracy of the State, 
the controi of central organizations in the elec- 
tion of the delegates, which it was the object of that 
resolution to prevent. If it be said that by the action 
of the State Committee the meetings and conventions 
for the election of delegates are to be calied by the 
Chairmen of the respective Assembly district organ- 
izations of the County Democracy, and that the pr!- 
mary meetings are to be called to order vy the Chair- 
men of their election district organizations, it must 
be remembered that the organization of the County 
Democracy was recognized as regular by the last 
State Convention, without opposition by Tammany 
Hall; that thoongnoms the State such meetings and con- 
ventions are uniformly called by the regular organiza- 
tion; thatthe rules establisbed by the resolutions of 
the State Committee provide for ample public no- 
tice to be given of the times and piaces of the meet- 
ings, and secure to the assembied Democratic voters 
entire power in the selection of officers, the election 
of delegates, and the conduct of the meetings; and 
that their rights are protected by the new primary 
election law — raud or abuse. 

In the hope that you will see that success is made 
certain by unfon among the people, and cannot be 
secured by combinations of mauagers, we respectful- 
Vv invite you to unite with us in requestin all 
the Democratic electors of this City to attend the 
primary meetings to pe held under the resolutions of

The letter was received with many outbursts of 
applause. Then Mr. Anderson made a speech, in 
which he said that no language could more farci- 
bly express the desire of the County Democracy 
tor barmony than had been employed in this let- 
ter. The only issae raised with Tammany was, 
Who shall give expression to the united delegation? 
Who should define its membership? Who, in fact, 
should say who should compose such adelegation? 
His answer was that the voters of the party should 
do it; not a conference which mignt perhaps meet 
atthe Park-Avenue Hotel, or some other hotel. 
{Laugbter.1 Everybody knew what the re- 
sult of such a conference would be. No 
conference committe could take the place 
of the voters, and if he understood 
the sentiments of those present they also believed 
this. No organization more desired harmony than 
the County Democracy, but arevularly appointed 
way of securing it bad been provided by a higher 
body and it must be foliowed. If the Democrats 
of this County desired harmony let them meet ata 
common primary and wipe out existing difference 
[applause] with a common ticket. Tammany 
sought tu substitute a conference for the voices 
of the voters, an attempt which was in violation of 
the spirit of the principles of this organization and 
of the spirit of the Cassidy resolution itself. The 
primaries were to’ be fairly conducted, and reey 
Democrat, whether of Tammany or Irving Hall, 
had a righc to participate in them. 

Ex-Alderman Robert b. Roosevelt thought that 
the letter of reply was not strong enough. He de- 
sired to put more vigor init. It did not clearly ex- 
press the position of the organization that the 
primaries control the leaders, not the leaders the 
primaries. (Applause.} He aecuordingly presented 
the following to be embodied somewhere in the 
letter, he did not care where: 

What kind of barmony is proposed? That of fac- 
tions organizations which may, as your resolution 
justly says, be dominated by personal animosities. 
private atrifes, and political ainbitions, wholly un- 
worthy of the great cause we advocate, or which may 
even be so unfortunate as to fall under the personal 
control of asingle leader. Such a union might elect 
Democratic members of the Legislature, but could it 
hold them after election, so as to prevent their oppos- 
ing a Democratic Governor? Or it migbt secur- a 
few more Democratic Aidermen, out could it keep 
them from combining with Kepuviican Aidermen to 
secure place and power for Republicans? Such a 
harmony could endure only during the pleasure and 
interest of each of the contracting parties, and is too 
ephemeral to meet our approval. But umion and 
harmony secured by the action of the individual 
members of the Democratic party at the primarics, 
such as we Offer and desire and have made every ef- 
fort to secure fairly, honestly, and liberally, would be 

rmanent and lasting, and would result in the com- 

»inution of the Democratic voters of this cliy in one 
universal brotherhood. 

Peter B. Olney protested against the adoption of 
Mr. Roosevelt's amendment, ani eo did ex-Mayor 
Edward Cooper. Mr. Cooper said that it was ap- 
pareat that Mr. Koosevelt had taken this occasion 
to say some ratber disagreeable things, {Laugh- 
ter.] There was » time and a place for everything, 
ana this was not the time to adupt such an amend- 
ment. To the organization had been delegated the 
trust of conducting the primaries in this County, 
and it was its duty to execute that trust in the best 
possible way. It was not to put itself in the posi- 
tion of an organization that professed a desire for 
harmony but persisted in saying disagreeable 
things that would be likely to preverut harmony. 

A vote was taken on the amendment, and it was 
deciared lost, only about a score of persons voting 
forit. The letter was then adopted and ordered 
to be sent to the two other organizations.

OROPS IN WESTERN NEW-YORK. 


NOTWITHSTANDING THE FROST AN AVERAGE 
RETURN LOOKED FOR. 

Burraxo, N. Y., Sept. 18.—The Express to- 
morrew will print crop reports from 60 qualified 
correspondents at faverable points of observa- 
tion in the 10 western counties of New-York. 
The general result is that the crops 
all together average about with other 
years. The year was exceptional for low temper- 
ature and the unusial emount of rain, 
and the corn crop would have amounted 
to little even if it had not been 


cut down by the untimely frost. The 
wheat crop, too, ismueh smaller than last year, 
but, on the other hand, grazing has been ex- 
traordinarily goed, and the hay crop is 
very large, facts of the utmost  im- 
portanee in this dairy section. The production 
of cheese has heen large, and it has brought an 
unusually good price all through the season. 
Fruit is something of a disappointment. 
The lake tiers of townships in Niagara County are 
the only ones in all this large fruit-growing area 
whieh report s good yield of apples. A 
good apple crop is expeeted only every other 
year, but this is the crop year, and pew the apples 
are even less plentiful than they were last 
year. The greatest damage caused by the 
frost is to the bean crop, which is usually 
large in this end of the State, but which has been 
cut down this year, and will amount te 
very little as a whole. However, farm- 
ers are not disposed to complain. One 
town reports that the season has been one 
of less than average prosperity, but another town 
reports it an average year, or better. Agriculture, 
where it covers so large and diversified a range a8 
it does in this favored section, seldom brings a dis- 
appointment without a compensation.

PARIS AS A SEA-POURT. 
From the Pali Mall Gazette. 

The problem of making Paris into a sea-port 
has been the subject of some lively discussions at 
the recent meeting of the French Association for 
the Advancement of Science, at Rouen. This 
project of bringing the sea te Paris is by no means 
anew one. Henri IV. is said to have been the 
originator of the scheme. It was not, however, 
until 1825 that serious preparations were made to 
realize the project, but they came to an end in the 


revolution of 1880. Under Napoleon IIL a small 
vesse! witn the name of Paris-Port-de-Mer was 
set afloat, which, however, soon came to 
grief when homeward bound from one of 
its trips across the sea. The project has lately 
been taken up again by a French engineer, but his 
maritime canal only gets to Poissy, between which 
lace and Paris ships would have to pass so mauy 
ocksthat the whole benefit of the enterprise 
would be lost. The cost of thiscanal would be 
£3,560,000. This project of making Paris a sea-port 
has hitherto only been the dream of poets aud 
speculators, but now distinguished French engi- 
neers haye proposed to solve the difficulty In an- 
other way. To make the Seine accessible to sea- 
going vessels, they say, it is only peoemnaty that the 
two principal ports, Havre and Rouen, should be 
improved and the river between Rouen and Paris 
dredged and made deeper. By this means they 
hope to realize the prophetic saying of the First 
Consul—" Havre, Rouen, and Paris are only one 
and the same eity, of which the Seine is the chief 
street.”

This wasa novel experience, 
and he wondered why he should beso peculiarly 
nervous. Presently, however, he had oceasion to 
place his hand to bis right eye to rub some dust from 
it. At length the truth of his case was revealed to 
him, for be discovered as he closed his right eye that 
the old-time darkness did not surround him. He 
could see with the eye which had been totally 
blind for seven years. The sight is rot as perfect 
as that of the right, but sufficiently clear to dis- 
tinguish objects even at some distance, although 
not distinctly. In regard to this phenomenon the 
physicians of Birmingham say that the sight was 
obscured by a coagulated particle of blood under 
the iris, which has at length dissolved. The sight 
will doubtless continue to improve.

THE STATE CIVIL SERV ICE 
THE CLASSIFICATION MADE BY 
THE COMMISSION. 
EMPLOYES OF THE STATE GOVERNMENT DE 


VIDED INTO SEVEN CLASSES, WITH MANY 
SUBDIVISIONS, 


ALBANY, Sept. 13.—The classification of the 
civil service of the State, which was made by the 
Civil Service Commission and signed by the Gover- 
nor some days ago, was given to the public thig 
evening. The classification was sent to the Gover- 
nor on Aug. 30, accompanied by @ letter from Chief 
Examiner Silas W, Burt stating the considerationg 
which led the commission to recommend to the 
Gevernor the accompanying plan. “ The title of 
the act direeting the work,” says the jJetier, ‘‘and 
the phraseology ot its sixth and seventh sections 
indieate such a breadth of classification ag 
would include all the positions in the 
service other than thoso filled by election by 
the people or appointment by the Governor with 
the consent of the Senate.

DIVORCE CASES IN COURT.

MRS. BUTLER WANTS A DECREE SET ASIDE 
—MR. KIMBERLY’S STRANGE SUIT. 

The suit of Cornelius H. Butler against 
Agnes Butler came up yesterday in the Court of 
Common Pleas before Judge Van Brunt on a mo- 
tion by the defendant to set aside a decree of al- 
yorce obtained by the plaintiff about two years 
ago, and for alimony and counsol fee.

It is alleged iu the complaint that the coujle were 
married at South Saginew, Mich. on Aug. 11, 
1866, and lived together until July, 1871, when, it 
is charged, Mrs. Kimberly deserted her husband 
and has not tived with him since. The husband, 
on information and belief, charges his wife with 
infidelity. He does not. however, give the names 
of any persons with whom she has been intimate. 
He deposed that he was a resident of this State, 
while his wife was not, and, for that reason, he 
asked that the summons be served upon her by 
publication. Personal service of the summons 
could not be made, as she lived in East Saginaw. 
Mich. An affidavit was submitted severa 
months ago to this effect, and Judge Dono- 
bne granted an order directing the service 
of the summons by pubiication. Recently 
Judge Donohue received a letter, purporting 
to come from a Philadelphia lawyer, stating that 
the writer bad employed a New-York lawyer to 
obtain a divorce for the plaintiff, and that it was 
understood that on the payment of a certain sum 
the decree of divorce could be got without the 
plaintiff being obliged to appear personally, or 
take any part in the proveedings beyond signing 
his name to the complaint. The complaint was 
sent to the Philadeiphia lawyer to obtain Mr. Kim- 
beriy’s signature. and was then returned to the 
New-York lawyer, and was here signed and sworn 
tobefore a notary public of this City. The sum 
of omer agreed upon to obtain the divorce was 
paid. e@ Philadelphia lawyer, however, could 
not get any information about the case, and his 
client was blaming him for delay, and so he wrote 
to Judge Donohue, The letter shows that Kim- 
berly, while swea' that he isa resident of this 
City, is probably a Philadelphian. The complaint 
was simply signed, not sworn to, by him.

NOT A HARMONIOUS VERDICT. 


THREE JURYMEN CENSURING THE RIVER- 
DALE’S ENGINEER AND THE INSPECTOR. 
On taking their seats in the Coroner’s office 

yesterday afternoon, Coroner Martin told the 

members of the jury investigating the Riverdale 
explosion that be had obtained an order from 

Judge Donohue compelling Inspector Starbuck to 

produce the pieces of the boiler before the jury. 

Soon after Inspectors Starbuck and Stephens, as- 

sisted by a young man, tugged the pieces up stairs 

and laid them down in front of the Coroner, while 
the jurors smiled at one another. The Inspectors 
said they hada received instructions from Wash- 


ington to bring them over. Coroner Martin then 
read a letter he bad just received. As the signa- 
ture could not be made ont, it was not put in as 
evidence. The following is the letter:

He 
could not have seen it unless he had placed an eye 
on a pole and stuck it in the boiler. 

Th6 Coroner briefly charged the jury, which, 
after deliberating over an hour, returned with the 
following verdict: 

“We find that Charles Sisson and others came to 
their death by shock from scaids caused by the rup- 
ture of the port boiler of the steam-boat Riverdale on 
the 28th of August last, That it ruptured from the 
insufficiency of the plates in the bottom of the cylin- 
drical shell to withstand a working pressure less 
than assigned to them by one of the United 
States Inspectors for this district, in consequence of 
their ing weakened by internal oxidation from 
unusual exposure to the corrosive action of the feed 
water, That the engineor, Daniel W. fauiman, failed 
in the discharge of his duty in neglecting to observe 

he unusual degree of oxidation and in not arresting 
t. That the Onited States Inspector, Alexander 
Cauldwell, failed in the discharge of his duty in as- 
sign a vorsng yg to the boiler not war- 
ran by the condition of it. That the United States 
law is not sufficiently mandatory in tts requirements 
as tothe visual examination of a boiler so far as it 
may be practicable. That the pressure test alone is 
insuMcient in its period of yo fallacious, and 
pregnant with disaster both to human life and prop- 
erty, a8 is fully evidenced in the case under considera- 
tion, namely. this boiler was tested June last and 
witbstood a pressure of 62 pounds per square inch, 
yetinthe brief period of less than 10 weeks it rup- 
tured under a pressure not exceeding $2 pounds in 
consequence of neglect of observance of {ts condition 
at the time of testing.” 

This was signed by Foreman Charlies H. Has- 
weil, J. C. Diamond, and Benjamin A. Clooney, 
but was dissented from in the pes referring to 
Taulman and Inspector Cauldwell by the remainin 
seven jurors. Coroner Martin then said he wou! 
consult with the District Attorney as to holding 
Inspector Cauldwell and Engineer Taulman. The 
jury was then discharged. The investigation con- 
ducted by Supervising Inspector Starbuck was 
yesterday adjourned until to-day.

CHARGES NOT SUSTAINED 


ee 
THE ALLEGED SUGAR FRAUDS 
WITHOUT FOUNDATION. 
REPORT OF THE COMMISSION APPOINTED TO 
INVESTIGATE THE NATURE OF THE IM- 
PORTS FROM THE SANDWICH ISLANDS, 

WasuHincTon, Sept. 18.—The commission ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of the Treasury to inves- 
tigate charges that, under cover of the treaty of 
1875 between the United States and the Sandwich 
Islands, sugars which were not entitled to exemp- 
tion from duty thereunder have been imported 
from those islands into the United States has made 
its report, The first charge which they investi- 
gated was that the class of eugars imported since 
the treaty differed from that contemplated in the 
treaty and from the importations from the islands 
prior to the treaty. They report that there does 
not appear to be any enbstantial difference in the 
character of the sugars imported prior to and 


since the treaty, and that there is no evidence that 
the importations under the treaty have not been 
such sugars as were commonly imported and 
known as Sandwich Island sugars prior to 1876. 

The second charge was that sugars from other 
countries were imported into the Sandwich Islands 
and fraudulently exported to the United States as 
Hawalian sugars. The commission reports that 
after a thorough examination of the matter ney 
are convinced of the utter impracticability of suc 
operations. They say that the allegation seems to 
have no other foundation than tne fact that there 
has been a large increase in the cuantity of sugara 
sent to the United States since the treaty, and 
add that this increase can be accounted for, it 
being the legitimate resuit of the treaty itself. 

With respect to the complaints of the Eastern 
sugar refiners that although the treaty provided 
only for the importation free of duty of Muscova- 
do, brown, and unrefined sugars, no Muscovado 
sugars had been imported under the treaty, while 
large quantities had been received of what are 
known commercially as ‘* semti-refined”’ sugars, 
which were referred to the commission, the lat- 
ter say that they have found that no Muscovado 
sugar had been made in the islands for 20 years or 
more prior to the treaty, and that the term “ Mus- 
covado” should not have had a place in the treaty, 
having tended to misiead since its adoption. 

With regard to the prospective large increase In 
the sugar production of the islands, whioh had 
been much talked of and formed a part of their 
investigations, the commission say that they sre 
convinced that the output of all the islands under 
the most favorable circumstances (uniess by a 
better system of cultivation) cannot exceed 100,000 
tons of sugar per annum. 

The commission find that with few exceptions 
the sugar-producing industry of the islands is in 
the hands of German and English citizens or Ha- 
waiijans, and with respect to the charge that the 
treaty has created a sugar monopoly on the Pacific 
coast and increased the price to the consumer, 
they say that they did not find this statement war- 
ranted by the facts.

ARRANGEMENTS MADE FOR MEETINGS IN 
SOUTHERN CITIES. 

Gen. James 8S. Negley, President; Thomas 
G, Baker, Secretary, and William V. Alexander, 
Treasurer, of the National Union League of Amert- 
oa, together with Col. J. E. Bryant, of Georgia, and 
Mr, C. ©.

the loyal North under the wheel of the body politic 
of the loyal South and help it out of its present 
rat. The Southern Republicans~—such men as Col. 
J. E. Bryant, of Georgia: ex-Senator Warner, 
and Col.yBuck, of@the same State—claim that 
the Union North has devoted its attention too 
exclusively to the amelioration of the condition 
of the Southern colored people and neglected the 
Union whites, It is said that there are 10,000,000 
on white people in the Southern States who 

ave never nm recognized by the Republican 
Party. They were bull-dozed into the secession 
and since the rebellion they have been ostracized 
by tnelr Democratic brethren and not recognized 
by the Republicans in the North. Now we intend 
to try to build up the Union in the South amon 
these white voters, while we do not relax our ai 
to the colored people in the feast. It is a gerer- 
ally recognized fact that a Union party in the 
South must have white members as well as 
colored, and we are going to give it our support 
in gaining this white aid at home.

THE CHICAGO CATTLE MARKET. 


THE RULING PRICES FOR CATTLE AND HOGS 
YESTERDAY. 


Ontcaco, Sept. 13—Although the receipts of 
cattle to-day were some 2,0V0 less than on Wednes- 
day, they were large, amounting to some 8,500, and 
making a total for the expired part of the week of 
rather more than 33,800, or 2,000 more than for the 
same time last week, There was a steadier feel- 
ing in all branches of the market, and while no 
class of stock was salable at any considerable 


advance, prices leaned a little in the buyers’ favor. 
Choice and extra grades, of which the offerings were 
extremely few, were especially strong. Only one 
drove went above 36, and the total of sales at 
better than $5 75 did not reach 200 head, 
The offerings consisted for the most part 
of common to good grades, and $4 25 to $5 35 were the 
ruling prices, The extreme range on shipping steers 
was 83 80 to 86 20. There was a decidedly better de- 
mana for native butchers’ stock, and, although prices 
did not advance to any notable extent, they were 
stronger all around. Poor ta good fat cows sold at 
$3 vo $3 85; bulls at $2 50 to $3 00, and steers at $3 75 
to $4 256. A few scrubs were peddled out at $2 40 
to $2 75. Stockers and feeders received 
tle more attention than on the ug days 
of the week, but prices did not improve, 
Even at the recent decline prices of stockers are 
relatively higher than fat cattie, and countrymen 
are taking hold very sharply. Sales of stockers were 
at $8 to 83 75, and of feeders at $3 75 to $410. Range 
cattle sold torather better advantage than on the day 
before. The supply was smailer, while the demand 
was unabated. ere were only a few loads of Texas 
through cattle, ened peg of that class are to a cer- 
tain extent nominal] at $3 75 to $4 25. Northern range 
sold at $3 75 to $4 60 for very poor to prime lots. 

In hogs, there was a failing off in the receipts of 
something like 3,000 head, and the firmer tone of the 
market for hog products not only checked the declin- 
ing tendency of prices but turned them in the 
other direction, the day's trading being done at 
an average advance of from 5 wo 10 cents. Inelud- 
ing the state hogs, there was a supply of fully 
22,000 head, but between the local ana tern buy- 
ers all but about 5.000 were picked up, and the mar- 
ket closed firm at $4 90 to 85 40 for poor to choice 
light, and at $4 60 to $5 35 for inferior to heavy.

PRICES AFFECTED BY RUMORS OF A GREAT 
STORM IN THE WEST. 


Cutcaco, Sept. 18.—The leading produce markets 
were unsettled again to-day, though with less wide 
finctuations in prices. Corn was easier, other cereals 
generally firm, and provisions stronger. The foreign 
telegrams leaned in favor of the widow and the or- 
phan, while the weather here was fine, but there were 
rumors of storming out West, which beared wheat 
while they bullied corn. The storm was expected to 
be followed by a cold wave, which would reduce the 
corn yield but permit the Fall plowing and seeding 
of wheat.

To elect a good 
Board of Aldermen would cost a great deal 
of money and come to nothing,

In its capacity as an agency for the col- 
lection and diffusion of general information, 
the Senate sub-committee has held few ses- 
sions so interesting as that of yesterday, 
when Mr. Catnoun spoke of the relations 
between the whites and negroes in the South. 
The young ruffians who used to persecute 
the negroes of several States seem to have 
bee n forced to go to work, or to have out :rown 
their riotous propensities, and what is now the 
rising generation is too busy to devote itself 
to malicious mischief. The main pests of 
society in the South seem now to be the 
brokers, who encourage the improvidence of 
the negroes, as the factors in oid times 
used to encourage the improvidence of 
the white planters, and whose ‘‘ad- 
vances’? are made to cover most of the 
receipts from the crops. Intelligent South- 
ern men could not busy themselves to 
better advautage than in encouraging the 
formation of savings banks and in trying to 
supplant the Shylocks who now rob the 
negroes with traders of a better class, whose 
interests are identical with those of the 
communities in which they do business. It 
is pleasant to be assured that the patri- 
archal part of the old relation § sur- 
vives in such strength as to afford 
some protection to the weaker and more 
ignorant race. Readers of Mr. CaLHoun’s 
interesting testimony may consider that he 
has unconsciously exaggerated the friendly 
relations of the tworaces. But then the 
striking fact which he points out of a 
steady increase of the cotton crop suffices 
to show that throughout a great part of the 
South they manage to live together on toler- 
able terms. 


The expert members of the Coroner’s 
jury disagreed with the inexpert members 
of that body in apportioning the blame for 
the disaster to the Riverdale. This is apt 
to happen when the experts are more bent 
on vindicating technical theories than on 
doing what to laymen looks like justice. In 
this case, the inexpert jurors agreed in 
the censure of the law, but were rather more 
logical than the experts in refusing to find 
men guilty of any offense when they had 
done all that the law required. The boiler 
was undoubtedly defective, but it does 
not appear that the jury would have dis- 
covered its defects if they had not had the 
advantage of observing it after it had been 
exploded. 


' The ‘‘land question’”’ is, it seems, at the 
root of the outbreak in Croatia, as it is 
likely to be of many other outbreaks 
throughout agricultural Europe within the 
next few years. The American pig has been 
excluded from Austria-Hungary in order to 
give the peasant a better chance of paying 
his rent; but even that concession does not 
seem to satisfy him. ‘The aristocracy of 
Austria-Hungary is more exclusively than 
that of any other nation in Europe, except 
Great Britain and Russia, a landed aristocra- 
cy, and the social shocks of ‘‘ American 
competition’ are likely to be violent ac- 
cordingly. The chief item in the list 
of Austrian exports was formerly the 
wheat and flour of Hungary, but its 
importance has been steadily diminish- 
ing for many years, and appears now 
to have dwindled to the point at which the 
tillers of the soil can no longer bear the ex- 
actions of their landlords. It will be noted 
that the rising is not mercly local, but be- 
tokens a discontent at least co-extensive 
with the Province of Croatia, which is pure- 
ly an agricultural country. 


There is probably no more uncertain factor 
in national politics at this moment than the 
votes of the negroes in the Southern States. 
There was a period of several years after the 
reorganization of the States which went 
into the rebellion during which the negrocs 
voted solidly for the Republican ticket. 
Then followed what may be called the Ku- 
klux period, during which the greater num- 
ber of the negroes did not vote at all, and 
this was succeeded by still another period, 
that of the tissue ballot, when their 
votes, if cast, were not counted. . As 
is well known, the Republicans in 
the possession of the United States 
Government made strenuous efforts to pro- 
tect the suffrage, and stringent laws were 
passed for that purpose. They were sub- 
stantially failures. It was found that the 
powers of the Federal Government and the 
machinery by which they were administered 
were not adapted to this work. Probably 
much more could have been done had the 
Republican leaders been wiser and purer. 
The deep-rooted animosity toward the party 
caused by the misgovernment to which the 
negro vote was made to contribute was 
added to race prejudice, and found means 
of accomplishing its ends which the Federal 
Government was powerless to defeat. A 
good many Republican politicians regarded 
the negro vote simply as an agency to keep 
themselves in power. The Federal civil 
service in the South was converted into a 
party machine of a very low order and 
manned by managers who from treating the 
negroes as a body of auxiliaries in national 
elections came to treat them as simply a 
means to control delegations to National 
Conventions and to keep their ‘‘ leaders’’ in 
office. 

The result was inevitable. The white Re- 
publicans in the South, and particularly the 
Federal office-holders, failed to win the re-

that the shameful break-down of the system 
of equal suffrage in the South was largeiy 
greed, bad faith, and stupidity of 
the representatives of the National Govern- 
mevt. That, however, is a thing of the 
past, The question which now presents it- 
self is, What is to be the future of the ne- 
groes as voters? and for tlie solution of 
that question there still rests on the Repub- 
licay Party a well-defined and grave respon- 
sibility. It is plain that the negrves can no 
longer be relied on to sustain Republican 
nominations as they once did. Not only are 
the means of preventing this in the hands of 
the Southern whites, and beyond the control 
of the Federal Government, but the negroes 
are, to an increasing extent, either abstain— 
ing froni political action, or acting inde- 
pendently, or voting with the Democrats. 
In the late elections in Virginia, and toa less 
extent in Mississippi, all these tendencies 
were manifested. In Georgia there is a very 
considerable Democratic negro vote. In 
Louisiana, in some districts, , the same 
change is going on, and probably in all the 
Southern States the tendency will grow 
Stronger. It is notto beregretted. Had the 
Republican leaders been true to the trust re- 
posed in them, and faithfully tried to 
make of the enfranchised negroes, as 
rapidly as was possible, intelligent citi- 
zens, fairly exercising their new rights, it 
would be a very different matter. But they 
were not, and the division of the negro vote 
is now not only inevitable, but desirable. 
There will remain, however, fora long time, 
a majority of the negroes in the South who 
will vote the Republican ticket if they vote 
at all, and it is for the treatment accorded 
to these that the Republican Party will be, 
and ought to be, held accountable. 

What the Republican policy should be 
with reference to these voters it is not diffi- 
cult to decide. They should be treated pre- 
cisely as any other considerable body of 
voters are to be treated, with this single dif- 
ference, that as they depend more upon 
leadership than any other class, and as their 
leaders will naturally be toa great extent 
the Federal officc-holders, who are to them 
the representatives of the Republican Party, 
these office-holders, so long as the party is 
in power, should be men of the best charac- 
ter attainable. ‘That they have not been so 
in the past and are not so now are notorious 
facts. It isthe plain duty of the national 
Administration to make them so. We do 
not call attention to this duty in any hope 
that it will be performed, but only be- 
cause we know it to be recognized by 
the great body of Republicans through- 
out the. Union, and to point out that 
the continuance of the recent policy will be 
at once fruitless to those who seek to profit 
by itand condemned by the party. There 
is too much evidence that the civil service 
in the South is being used, as it has been 
used before, as a machine to grind out dele- 
gations to the National Convention. Such 
a policy is fatal to Republican success, not 
only in the South, but in.the Nation. Its 
prime tequirement is that the Republican 
vote in the South shall be kept down in 
order to be manageable. Its effect upon the 
party in the North is to excite disapproval 
and disgust. No candidate who shall suc- 
ceed in obtaining a nomination by such 
means, or who shall owe to them a great 
part of his strength in the Convention, can 
be elected President of the United States—a 
fact which is earnestly commended to the 
attention of whom it may concern, 


THE NEW-JERSEY DEMOCRATS. 

What is known in New-Jersey as the 
State-house ring was fairly beaten in the 
Democratic Convention at Trenton yester- 
day. Itfailed to concentrate its strength 
upon any one candidate for the Governor- 
ship, while the opposition was well united 
in'support of Mr. Leon Aspetr. There 
were no less than nine names presented in 
the convention for the nomination, after 
three conspicuous Democratic leaders had 
refused to be considered as candidates. Sev- 
eral of these were sufficiently acceptable to 
the State-house ring, but most of them 
were mainly dependent for support upon 
local preferences, which prevented union 
upon any one, and on the second ballot 
enough of their strength went to Mr. 
ABBETT to secure his nomination. The 
result is a triumph of the popular element 
in the party over the corrupt manipulators 
who strove to contro! delegations and direct 
the action of the convention in behalf of 
schemes of public plunder. 

Mr. ABBETT is a man of fair capacity 
and a good deal of force of character, but 
his chief merit is that he is opposed to the 
corrupt gang which for years has controlled 
the action of the State Government, and has 
courage enough to fight against it. But the 
indications are that this wili not be a source 
of strength with his party. The railroad in- 
fluence, which is great in New-Jersey, will 
be against him, and his nomination has so 
enraged the State-house ring that there are 
threats of a bolt. Mr. Anperr’s nomina- 
tion ought to be a strong one, and it 
would be so if the party which has nom- 
inated him were not one of false 
pretenses. In the faction contest at 
Trenton he represents the interests of 
the people against the machine managers 
and the cliques which subordinate the pub- 
lic welfare to the demands of corporations 
and the schemes of those who make profit 
for themselves out of the public service. 
But while this will give him strength among 
the decent voters of his party, it has 
to be admitted that there is a considera- 
ble element in it which may be driven 
from his support by the very fact that he 
would do something to reform the corrupt 
methods which disgrace the State. It 
doubtful if he will be elected by Democratic 
votes alone, and.this ought to furnish to the 
Republicans a valuable hint. Some of their 
leaders and managers are suspected of sub- 
serviency to the railroad infiuence, and they 
may be tempted to make full use of the 
objection of that interest to the Demo- 
cratic candidate. It will be easy for them 
by yielding to this temptation to add to Mr. 
ABBETT’s support from their own party 
strength. But if they make a nomination 
that will be recognized as in the interest of 
the peaple. and anposed to the very forces

date, they may hold tho full strength of 
their own party to its support, and enable 
it to profit by the disaffection in the ranks of 
the opposition. 

It is certain that the Dernocrats will de- 
rive no advantage from the absurd zigma- 
role put forth at Trenton yesterday under 
the name ofaplatform. It opens with the 
time-worn platitudes about the fundamental 
doctrines of the dead-and-gone statesmen 
whose names give to the party almost its sole 
claim to respectability, and the customary 
but harmless denunciations of the Republi- 
can organization. It flatly opposes civil 
service reform under the pretense of a belief 
in purer methods and a more rigid responsi- 
bility without any means of enforcing them. 
It favors the abolition of the internal taxes 
on whisky and tobacco, which furnish so 
large a share of the revenue, and repeats the 
stale slander that the internal revenue sys- 
tem is a nursery of spoils, a menace to 
the freedom of elections, and a source of cor- 
ruption. The people, who are so frequently 
reminded of the economy and efliciency with 
which these taxes are collected, are not to 
be deceived by such twaddle. The real ob- 
ject of demanding the abolition of internal 
taxes is to maintain the high duties which 
New-Jersey manufacturers imagine to bea 
protection to their interests, and the resolu- 
tion which relates to the tariff is a repetition 
of the evasive declaration of the Ohio plat- 
form. 

One demand of the New-Jersey Demo- 
crats is not to be distinguished from that of 
the imbecile remnant of the Greenback 


Party, and that is that the entire Treasury. 


surplus be applied to the payment of the 
public debt, leaving nothing as a reserve for 
the notes used asa circulating medium. The 
rest of the platform is made up of a shallow 
pretense that Democratic administration in 
New-Jersey has been a model of honesty 
and efficiency, leaving no room for reform 
or improvement. The platform is in this 
respect utterly inconsistent with the nomi- 
nation, the motive of which was the correc- 
tion of abuses and the reform of notorious 
corruption. 


ANOTHER ARCTIC DISASTER, 

The second attempt to succor our signal 
service station at Lady Frauklin Bay has 
failed. The Proteus has sunk and all hands 
are safe. But pleasure from this portion of 
the meagre news will be merged into anxiety 
for the score of adventurous spirits from 
whom nothing has been heard for now two 
years. Their Winter quarters were further 
north than those of any previous expedi- 
tion. The coast on which they are sup- 
posed to be 1s extremely wild, rugged, and 
desolate. For 300 miles it is uninhabited. 
The nearest native settlement is across 
Smith’s Sound, only 250 miles away on the 
map, but more than as many leagues in fact, 
if the distance is measured by the dif- 
ficulty of the journey. Two expeditions 
have failed to reach them, though equipped 
with every appliance and directed with 
equal skill and courage. Lieut. GreELy 
and his party are practically isolated, and 
must rely for their safety upon their own 
efforts, The disastrous journey of Dr 
Lone through the Lena Delta at once recurs 
to mind, but, fortunately, there is reason to 
believe that the parallel will not be com- 
pleted. 

Lieut. GREELY had enough provisions to 
last until next Summer, and the only news 
from him was to the effect that game was 
plenty. All along the line of his retreat 
are also caches of provisions, one 50 miles 
from the station, another 65 miles further 
on, a third at Cape Hawks, 48 miles distant, 
and the last at Cape Sabine, within reach of 
relief. He will not starve, at least. He will 
start, doubtless, well equipped, and in good 
order, whereas De Lona was thrown ashore 
in a storm in miserable plight. Dr Lone 
landed upon an unknown coast, but Grin- 
nell Land is familiar ground to Lieut. 
GREELY. It is useless to disguise that 
the means - of safety which have 
been relied upon have failed. His 
party is in a desperate situation. But 
there is ground for hope and room to 
believe that he will extricate himself. If he 
is not incumbered with sick he can march 
to safety in sixty days, if at all, and he has 
doubtless already started. Such at least 
was the opinion of good anthorities before 
the relief expedition failed, and there is 
nothing in the situation to forbid taking the 
same view now. Already there is talk of a 
private expedition to his aid. It is the old 
story. When an arctic expedition starts it is 

| probable that it will be lost, and it is certain 
that one, two, perhaps three, other expeditions 
will be sent after it. The search for Sir JoHN 
FRANKLIN has scarcely ceased yet, and only 

a silver spoon or so has rewarded the 
searchers’ efforts. Inaspirit of prudence, 
and with no desire to abandon brave men, 
it may be suggested that this is exceptional- 
ly a case when assistance is nota duty. As 

| the dangers of the Jepiune and the Proteus 
prove, he is safer than his rescuers were, 
This contingency was foreseen and a line of 
conduct adopted to meet it. It is not neces- 
sary to thrust another expedition into the 
rigors of a polar Winter just as he is doubt- 
less marching out of it—if he is in a condi- 
tion toprofit by any assistance.

PRIVATE ROWING. 


Mr. Courtwey, who is alleged by imag- 
inative persons to be an oarsman, is about 
to accomplish the feat of beating Hannan. 
He is to do this not by rowing a match with 
HANLAN but by rowing over a given dis- 
tance in less time than Hanan has ever 
rowed over a like distance. This is an ad- 
mirable plan for Mr. Courtney, and it is 
pleasant to find that he has discovered the 
true way in which to display his skill as an 
oarsmgn, His great feat wil!, of course, be 
performed in private. There are so many 
bad men who spend their whole time in poi- 
soning Mr. Covrrnsy, in hitting him on 
the head with sand-clubs, and in sawing 
his boats that it will not be safe for 
him to take any one into his confidence or to 
permit any one to watch him while beating 
Hanuan. He will probably row in the 
dead of night when marauders with 
poisoned tea, sand-clubs, and saws are 
asleep; and he will be his own starter, time- 
keeper, umpire, stakeholder, committee of 
arrangements, and judge’s steam launch. 
Rowing in such circumstances there is not 
the slightest doubt that Mr. Courtney 
will beat HaNvan’s best time and forever 
put at rest the pretensions of that imperti- 
nent person, 

If all other public nuisances, such as Mr, 
Joun L, Sturuivay, Mr. Siape, and the 
pedestrian pests, were to follow Mr. Courr- 
NeEY’s example and perform thelr great feats 
of ‘slugging’ and walking in private, do- 
cent people would be under great obliga- 
tions to them. If a man wants to walk a 
preposterous number of miles in six days or 
to ‘“‘knock out’’ another mon in four 
rounds, let him do it in secret. Thus he will 
save the public a great deal of annoyance 
and disgust and be able to claim a victory 


every time without fear of contradiction. 
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The last performance of the walking delega- 
tion of the Amalgamated Bullding Trades Unions 
rather outdoes In combined {mbecility and spite 
any of the previous acts of that wonderful body. 
Ordering men to strike who were on perfectly 
good terms with thoir employers because men who 
did not belong to the union were employed on an- 
other building reputed to belong to the same own- 
ers seemed about as far as the force of folly could 
go. But the walking delegation has now ordered 
a strike because there is used in the work a hod- 
hoisting machine furnished by a firm which 
also, in the course of its: business, furnishes a hod- 
hoisting machine for another building upon which 
men are employed who do not belong to 
the union. Of course, these men are not 
employed by the firm which furnishes the 
hoisting machines, and that firm has nothing 
whatever to do with the quarrels between the 
union and the employers. The strike is therefore 
the announcement of a determination on ‘the part 
of the union not only to “ boycett” its enemies 
bus to boycott everybody who will not boycott 
its enemies, If this strike’ is successful, the next 
step will be to order a strike upon any pbuilding 
where the bricks ‘are farnished by firms which also 
furnish brieks for buildings upor which men are 
employed who do not belong to the union. Of 
course, men who behave in this way are a pack of 
fools, and the men who quarrel with their bread 
and butter upen such grounds as these deserve to 
go hungry till they acquire more sense. But that 
is not the question. The question is what the em- 
ploying builders propose to do about it. It is 
equally to their interest and to that of owners 
that these idiots should not be allowed to dictate 
terms which will increase the expense and mualti- 
ply the risks of all building operations, besides 
causing vexatious delays. They should insist 
that, so long as they pay the current rate of wages, 
delays caused by strikes shall be excepted in 
their contracts from the delays for which they are 
answerable. At present it is because the con- 
tractor is penally bound to complete his work by a 
set time that he yields to unjust and outrageous 
demands. But for this,men who quarreled with 
their bread and butter on frivolous grounds would 
find that they simply lost their wages, so long as 
they remained on strike, without injuring any- 
body but thomssives, and would soon tire of that 
amusement, 
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Complaints have already been made of the 
new postal notes. It is asserted that they affora 
abundant opportunities to forgers, as they are 
printed upon ordinary paper, and the figures writ- 
ten upon them can be readily altered or erased by 
the use of acids, while the printed figures which 
are punched te indicate the amount of the note, do 
not prove to be a perfect check to manipulation. 
Underhiil’s Counterfeit Reporter condemns the notes 
as a discredit'to the Government. This authority 
likens the design of the notes toa Chinese wash 
receipt, and asserts that so ill-adapted are they to 
the purpose for which they were intended that 
notes were successfully altered before they had 
been in circulation four days. The Leporter urges, 
also, that as the notes are payable to the bearer, 
the signature of the person who cashes a note is 
not necessary, and that they should be made pay- 
able at any money-order office to make them of 
real value to the public. Postmasters have not 
yet become used to the new notes and mistakes 
have been made in issuing them, which need not 
be made after the regulations are better under- 
stood; but if there is no other way to stop the al- 
teration of the figures. itis likely that the 80,000 
books issued to the various Post Offices will have 
to be recatied, and the Government will have to 
order a corrected design as it did in the case of the 
flve-cent nickels.

OBITUARY. 


DUTTON COOK. 

The news comes from London that Mr. Dut- 
ton Cook, one of the best known of the English 
drematio critics, died there on the night of Sept. 
12, At the time of his death he was 51 years old. 
He was born in London in 1&2. His father was 


George Simon Cook, a solicitor. Young Cook was 
educated at private schools and at King’s College. 
He studied painting and engraving, and even went 
so far as to seek employment on Punch asa 
draughtsman on wood. But Mr. Cook soon found 
his profession {nu the writing of dramatic criucism, 
and he soon became a recorder of much influence 
end ability of stage affairs. From 1867 to 1871 he 
was an assistant editor of the Cornhill Magazine. 
From 1867 to 1875 he served as dramatic critic for 
the #ali Mall Gazeite. Of late years he has written 
dramatic criticisms for the London Horld, Ed- 
mund Yates's paper, and in that journal his 
initials, “D.C.."" are familiar to all newspaper 
readers. Mr, Cook did not confine his work, how- 
ever, to writing about the theatres. He wrote 
upon the fine arts for various reviews, 2q1 ho is 
the author of a book called “ Artin Englaud.” He 
wrote, also, several novels, among them “‘ A Prod- 
igal Son,” ** Paul Foster’s Daughter.” ** The Trials 
of the Tredgolds,” “Sir Felix Foy, Bart.,” and 
“The Banns of Marriage.” His books of criticism 
and theatricalrecora are: “ A Book of the Play: 
Studies and Illustrations of Histrionic Story, Life, 
and Character; “Nights at the Piay,” and 
“Hours with the Players.” His ** Nights at 
the Play’ covers the period between 1867 and 
1881. That book represents his most thought- 
fal and diligent labor in. theatrical criti- 
cism, and Mr. Cook was both thoughtful 
and diligent. He was an industrious; judicious, 
fair-minded writer, who had no special ries 
and no very marked preferences, and who Jooked 
at every actor from that actor's point of view. He 
was not particularly brilliant, nor aggressive 
enough to make himself or bis doings conspicuous. 
Bat bis trustworthiness and his conservatism,as well 
as his upright dealings with the stage, earned for 
him the respect of actors, playwrights, anid man- 
agers. His judgment was invariably well-bal- 
anced. He never indulged in sentimentaligm, 
and he was much too dry a writer to be 
imaginative. In one of bis prefaces he de- 
plored the fact that he had not written like 
that which employed Hazlitt. Yet Mr. Cook’s 
“Nights at the Play” contains a valuable 
record of dramas, and gives account of actors like 
Fechter, Samuel Phelps, Charles Mathews, Mr. 
Vezin, Mr. Wyndham, Mr. Sothern, Mr. Warner, 
Mr. Farren, Henry Irving, Miss Bateman. Joseph 
Jefferson, Edwin Booth, Eien Terry, Helena Mod- 
jeska, and many others who have made the stage 
noteworthy during the last 15 or 20 years. Mr. 
Cook was generally looked upon as the head of his 
profession in England, and there are few London 
crities who could be less spared than he. 


ADMIRAL COLLINSON. 

A London dispatch announees the death 
yesterday of Admiral Sir Richard Collinson, K. C.B., 
I. R. G. 8., in the seventy-second year of his age. 
Admiral Collinson was born at Gateshead, County 
Durham, England, on Nov. 7, 1811, his father being 
the Rector of thechurch in the town. In Decem- 
ber, 1823, when but 12 years old, he entered the 
royal navy as a volunteeron her Majesty's ship 
Cambridge, Capt. Mailing. in which he served for 
three years on the Pacific station. On returning 
from his eraise he entered as midshipman on board 
the Chanticleer, which ship was fitted out under 
the auspices or the Royal Geographical Society 
and employed in making pendulum, magnetic, and 
meteorological opservyatioas on the shores and 
islands of the Atlantic. The future Admiral took 
agreat interest in the geographical work of the 
ship, and studied hard under the supervi- 
sion of the Captain. He was promoted to 
the rank of ieutenant in 1835, and in 
1839 he was appointea additional Lieutenant to the 
flag-ship, on the coast for surveying duty. He took 
an active part in the operations of the first Chinese 
war, and was promoted to the rank of Commander 
in 1841, and Captain and C. B. in 1842. At the con- 
clusion of the war he remained on the coast of 
China four years, in command of the Plover, lay- 
ing down the coast line and making plans of the 
different harbors between the Yang-tse-kiang and 
Hong Kong. In 1850 he was selected by the 
Admiraity to command the expedition sent 
to the Arctic to search for Sir John Frank- 
lin, and after passing four years in the 
frozen ocean he brought the Enterprise and In- 
vestigator safely home. On his return to England 
he received the medal of the Royal Geographical 
Society for his services in exploring Behring Strait., 
In 1862 he was promoted to the rank of Admiral, 
and in 1875 he wasmade K.C. B. Admiral Collin- 
son was the author of severa) impertant works, 
the principal of them being *‘'fhe China Pilot,” 
“Nine Weeks in Canada,” and “The Three 
Voyages of Martin Frobisher in Search ef a Pas- 
sage to Cathaia and India by the North-west,” 
which he edited aad illustrated with copious notes,

EDWARD HARTT. 

Edward Hartt, United States Naval Con- 
structor, died at his home in Watsessing, Orange 
County, N. J., laet Wednesday, aftera briof illness. 
He was born in Brooklyn about the year 1824. and 


was the deseondant of well-known naval constrao- 
tors. His grandfather was the builder of the nbis- 
toric United States frigate Constitution, and bis 
father is said to héve built the frigate Roanoke at 
Gosport, Va. Edward began his varoer as a naval 
mechanic in the Brooklyn Navy-yard, where he 
was foratime employed as draughtsman. Many 
Brooklyn firemen remember Capt. Hartt as having 
been a member of Engine Company No. 14 of tho 
old Brooklyn Fire’ Department. During the war 
of the rebellion he made his services valuable to 
the Government by helping to play and build ships 
thet wero required for war purposes. Under Ad- 
mira! Foote he superintended the constraction of 
the Western iron-clad tlotiila, being for « time in 
charge ot the Department of tke Mississippi. He 
subsequently served in the navy-yards of Boston, 
Philadelohia, and Brooklyn, and was regarded as 
a scientific and skillful naval constructor. He was 
weil liked by those who knew bim for his uprigbt- 
noss of character and agreeable personal qualities. 
His widow and one married daughter survive him. 
His funers! will take place in Watseasing to-mor- 
row at 11:39 o'clock A. M. 
or 
NELSON C. DRAPER. 

Nelson C. Draper, Tea Inspector of the port 
of Chicago, died late on Wednesday night. He 
was born in Vermont in 1835, and went Westabout 


1855. After a shore stay in Chicago he settled in 
Minnesota, whera he engaged extensively in the 
mercantile business and the lumbertrade, Iealso 
served a term as State Senator. Returning to Chi- 
oaga in 1867 Mr. Draper acted as agent ior Dara,

Farco, Dakota, Sept. 18.—The North 
Dakota Convention met here yesterday. Most 
of the counties were represented in the conven- 
tiou. The permanent officers chosen were W. 
H. Francis, of Bismarck, Chairman, and Major 
Hamilton, of Grand Forks, Secretary. The 
following resolutions were adopted : 


Whereas, The convention now in session at Sionx 
Falls, Dakota, and representing only that portion 
lying south of the forty-sixth parallel, has assumed 
to act for the people of the Territory in the pream-

‘hereas, The convention at Sioux Falls, in this 
action has ignored the rights of North Dakotana, 
who napresent more than half the aggregated 
wealth of the entire Territory; therefore it is 

iiexsolosd, By this convention that we earnestly 
protest. acainst this attempt on the part of the peo- 
ple of South Dakota, as represented in the Sioux 
Falls Convention, to appropriate the name “ Da- 
kota.” our common heritage. The productions of 
that portion oftDakota lying north{of the forty-sixth 
paralle| have made the name of Dakota famous, 
and given it commercial value and prestige of 
which we should not and cannot be deprived; that 
we further protest against the admiasion of South 
Dakota under a constitution making no provision 
forthe assumption of an equitable proportion of 
the present Territorial debt by the people. of South 

*Dakota, and weido further strongly protest against 
the admission of the Territory as a whole under 
the constitution adopted, or to be adopted. at 
Sioux Falls or elsewhere, in which the people of 
the entire Territory must be admitted as a whole. 
We deinand a voice inthe preparation of the or- 
ganic law, and will oppose any movement leading 
toward Statehood, which deprives us of the privi- 
lege of assenting to or dissenting from its constitu- 
tional provisions.

THE COLORED CONVOUVATION. 


WHAT THEIR RACE REQUIRES IN THE WAY 
OF EDUCATION AND RELIGION. 

The Rev. Alexander Crummell, D. D., who 
was elected Chairman of the convocation of the 
colored clergy of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
on Wednesday, called the second day's session to 
order yesterday. Twenty-one colored clergymen 
and deacons were present. A meeting of the 
Committee on Resolutions was held, at which res- 
olutions were drafted and subsequently adopted 
by the convocation. They set forth that the con- 
vocation was deeply conscious of the moral disas- 
ters which have come to the colored race through 
the existence of slavery, and how the family 
life, paternal authority, and marriage in- 
tegrity have been broken down and 
trampled upon ulmost beyond repair by the 
existence of such a system. In order to put the 


colored race on an equal footing with the white in 
regard to morality and intelligence, the Bishops of 
the Episecpal Church together with the Mission- 
ary Board in New-York City have been re- 
quested to lend their efforts toward the 
erection of colored churenes, parish schools, 
and theological seminaries throughout the 
country, where the colored youth can be 
properly fitted for the ministry. The evening ses- 
sion was devoted to the discussion of & paper read 
by the Rev. Charles H. Thompson, of New-Orieans, 
on the * Prospects of the Churca among the Col- 
ored People, and how Favored by Existing Organ- 
izations.” He said that during the past 10 years 
the colored church had made more progress than 
at any other like period since its existence. He 
siso claimed that it met with universal favor and 
was bound to flourish. The speaker said the evl- 
ored Protestant Episcopalians did not desire to 
have a distinct church of their own as had been 
claimed by outsiders, but that they desired to be 
governed by the laws of the Church of England. 
The only thing asked for is that a sufficient 
number of colored ministers shall be ordained to 
preach the Gospel to the colored ople. The 
paper was discussed by the Revs. William Floyd, 
J. E. Cummings, Thomas W. Cain, P. W. Cassey, P. 
Mort, and the Rev. Mr. Morgan.of Brooklyn. The 
latter gentleman created considerable dissension 
among the delegates from the South by declaring 
that the Nortbern people should not Jend their aid 
or contridute money for colored churebes, &c., in 
the South, as the people there did not show a dis- 
position to help themselves. This assertion was 
emphatically denied by the Rev. Mr. Thompson, 
who said that Brother Morgan had a “hobby,” 
which he always rode whenever the opportunity 
was afforded. He thought that he was trying to 
ride it now. The convocation will be resumed 


this morning. ‘

AN AERONAUT’S NARROW ESCAPE.

PROF. WARNER’S BALLOON COLLAPSES AT 
AN ALTITUDE oF 8,000 FEET. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Sept. 18.—Prof.G. A. War- 
nev, an aeronaut, who has been making balloon 
ascensions from the Exposition Grounds in this 
city, bad a thrilling experience and narrow escape 
from death this afternoon. His balloon was some- 
what damaged after an ascension last evening, but 
was considered safe, and soon after 8 o’clock this 
afternoon Prof. Warner seated himself on a 
trapeze below the basket and the balloon was 
let go. It rose rapidly and was soon out of 
sight. Warner, when last seen, was hanging 
to the trapeze bar with his toes. An 
hour tater, persons living on Lacock-street, 
Allegheny. were startled bya rushing noise, and 
in a moment the canvass and cordage of the bal- 
loon tell on the ground with the aeronaut under it. 
No person expected to see him emerge from the 
wreck alive, but he did, and comparatively unin- 
jured. 

Prof. Warner said that when the balloon had 
reacked an altitude of 8,000 feet the canvass col- 
lapsed. Fortunately for Warner, he was in the 
basket, and although the rapidity of the descent 
at first was frightful, he was able to gather 
the cordace in his hands anda corvert the 
canvass into a shape resembling a huge 
umbrella, The air caught this and the descent of 
the Jaet 500 feet was so gradual that when the 
earth was reached there was no unusual jar.

RAILWAY WORK AND PLANS 
as AD he B28 
TRE EXTENSIVE TERMINAL FACIL- 
ITIES OF THE WEST SHORE. 
MILES OF DOCKS AND ACRES COVERED WITH 
WAREHOUSES AT WEEHAWKEN, BESIDES 
DOCKS IN THIS CITY AND IN WILLIAMB- 


BURG. 
Some of the officers of the New-York, West 
Shore and Buffalo Rellroad went over the road 
yesterday, with a few invited guests, as far as 
New-Scotland, a amail station just thia side of 
Schenectady. The company went on board atug 
at the foot of Thirty-fourth-street, North River, 
and took a special train at Weehewken. 

Above Thirty-fourth-street the West Shore Road 
has two squares of land extending from the river 
to Eleventh-avenue and from Thirty-fifth to Thir- 
ty-seventh street. This will allow the company to 
build two freight depots, each with openings on 
four sides, into which freight will be brought by 
ears transferred in blocks of 10 each on floats from 
the main freight terminus at Weehawken. The 
advantage for the delivery of’ all sorts of produce 
and hay will be considerable. The company has 
already secured a dock at Forty-second-street, 
docks at Harrison and Jay streets, and a dock in 
the heart of the oil district in Williamsburg, and 
bas leased a dock at Plier No. 5 North River, at 
which its freight will be delivered for the present. 

The main terminal arrangements of the road are 
at Weehawken, from which point passengers will 
be transferred to Forty-second-street and to Har- 
rison-street. At Weehawken the company, in 
common with the Ontario and Western Company, 
owns 275 acres of land for terminal purposes, with 
6,790 feet of water-front, furnishing for front and 
sides of docks 30,294 feet, or 534 miles. Two freicht- 
houses, on piers, are already constructed. Each 
oceupies an area 200 feet by 9800, and 
{is two stories in height. When the 


work is complete, there will be room for 8,000 cars, 
and ‘ample scope and verge enough.” according 
to the company’s calculations, for all the roads 
coming to the Jersey shore. At the south end of 
the grounds the passenger stations are nearly com- 
plete with the ferry slips, and the ferry-boats, 
which are to be on the general style of those of the 
Pennsylvania Road, are approaching completion. 
Next north comethe transfer slips for freight; 
then the steam-ship docks and warehouses; then 
the docks for the local, river, and coast. trade; 
then those for lumber; then two piers with great 
elevators; next two piers with machinery for coal 
transfer, and finally, the stock pier and abattoir— 
12 piers in all besides the ground devoted to pas- 
sengers atone end and live stock at the other. 
The great length of these piers and the large area 
at the rear of them wiil enable jong trains of 60 to 
76 cars to be yarded, unloaded, and returned with 
the least possible delay in breaking up and switch- 
iag and with the least confusion of different. kinds 
offreight. As the terminal areais owned by the 
two roads—ths West Shore and the Ontario—its 
permanent and increasing value will develop with 
the growth of business. 

The pubiic is becoming familiar with the excel- 
lence of this road for passenger traffic. Its advan- 
tages for freight are even more marked. The first 
is the solidity of construction, The embankments 
are 27 feet wide for double tracks, giving 4 feet 
of solid ground on either side, where 2 
feet is usually the maaimam, aad 2 feet 
greater distance between tracks. ‘The ties 
are laid of oak and Soutnern pine, 3, 
to the mile, or fully 40 per cent. more than 
the usual allowance. The rails are 67 pounds steel, 
of the best grade, and are fastened by anchors 36 
inches in leneth, with 4 boits to each, and cov- 
ering 3ties. This practically makes a continuous 
rail, and enables the commeey to use heavier 
cars, the average being fully 20 tons’ capacity. 
To this advantage is to be adde the 
easy grade, which is nowhere more than 26 
feet to the mile, so that one combination 
freight engines, without pushing engines at any 
point, can draw 76 loaded cars ata relatively hich 
rate ofspeed. The bridges on the road are all sup- 
ported by masonry, some of it of very solid char- 
acter and all of it amply sufficient. The extraor- 
dinary width of the road also allows of the intro- 
duction of a third or eentral truss to each 
bridge, whieh adds greatly to ils strength 
and durability. The West Shore Road, besides the 
share which it can fairly hope to have of through 
traffic from the West, traverses a rich farming 
country. which will furnish a growing local busi- 
ness. It connects with various coal roads—the 
Erie at Newburg, the Delaware and Hudson Canal 
at Rondout, the Delaware and Hudson Canal Rail- 
road at Albany, and other roads further west, 
But the most striking advantage which the road 
possesses is undoubtedly its really magnificent 
terminai facilities, a point not less important to 
the City of New-York than to thecompany. These 
are quite unequaled by any road coming into the 
City, and may be said to exeel those of all the 
others combined. They are the key to the situa-

CONSIDERING PASSENGER RATES. | 
CONSIDERING THE.OLD POOLING CONTRACT 
—THE RATE WARS IN THE WEST. 


A meoting of the Joint Executive Commit- 
tee (passenger department) of the Eastern and 
Western railroads will be held at the office of Com- 
missioner Fink the latter part of the month. The 
meeting will be important in many respects. The 
old pooling contract expired Sept. 1, and is to be 
renewed. Itranfrom March 1. No very radical 
changes are expected to be made in it, but the 
form will be changed somewhat by Vice-Chairman 
8. F. Merson, who will preside at the meeting. The 


proposition is to mako it for six months longer, to 
e@ again renewed at the end of tbat time. 
The arrangement of differential fares wil! be recog- 
nized. Some lines which have been allowed 
differential fares have improved their equipment 
and shortened their time to such an extent that 
they no longer require these advantagos to put 
them on a footing with other roads, and their rates 
will be — The general tariff will remain 
unchanged. There are some new lines to come 
into the pool, among them the Chicago and Atlan- 
tic and the Baltimore and Ohio's route by way of 
the Wabash and Niagara Falls. The pool includes 
all the lines north of the Ohio and east of the Mis- 
sissippi Rivers, except tho lines west of Chicago 
that cross the Mississippi, and covers both east and 
west bouna business. ‘he 28 roads in the pool 
have been dividing their earnings and paying bal- 
ances for 10 months. The working of this poo! has 
been very satisfacto There has been no cutting 
of consequence. When it has broken out it has 
been quickly stopped. 

The passenger rate war of the roads between 
Cincinnati and St. Louis has been entirely stopped. 
The first class fare is $10, It was cut to $1 50. Vice- 
Chairman 8S. F. Pierson, of the Juint Executive 
Committee of the Eastern and Western roads, in- 
terfered to put au end to the conflict and the rates 
were restored by all the roads at the same time. 
The war carried on by the Rock Island and Wa- 
bash Roads, between Chicago and Conneil Bluffs, 
continues. First class passenger tickets are $14 30. 
The Rock Island gives a rate of $10 and the Wabash 
of $9 30. The North-western and the Burlington 
Roads have not yet cut. 

The Commissioners of Emigration admitted the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad to 
Castle Garden on condition that it would conform to 
the regulatiens governing the trunk line railroads. 
By these terms it is to sell no tlekets outside of the 
Garden and only to actual immigrants whose 
names appear on the manifests of incoming ships. 
It has not been admitted to the pool, but takes 
whatever business comes to it. Complaint is made 
by the other lines that it continues to sell immi- 
grant tickets outside of the Garden to persons not 
immigrants. 


CricaGo, Sept. 13.—It is stated that the 
Reck Isiand end North-western Roads to-day 
made acut of $2 inthe passenger rate between 
Chicago and Cedar Rapids.

OHIO CENTRAL FINANCES. 

ToLepo, Ohio, Sept, 18.—At a meeting of 
the Ohio Central Rajlroad stockholders yesterday, 
a report was presented showing that the company 
has failed to pay the River Division mortgages 
only. All other claims have been met, and will be 
met so long as the property remains under the 
present mavagement. The Car Trust Trustees 


have taken possession of their property, and ar- 
ranged to take wheelage on their cars instead of 
regular payments until an grrangement can be 
made with the River Division bondholders. The 
report goes iuto detail as to the causes that have 
led to the present condition of affairs, and says 
that the great decline in the price of coal, and of 
the amount consumed, beginning overa year ago, 
with the suspension and decline of the iron busi- 
ness, ana the reduced production of manufactured 
goods, have caused the receipts of the company 
to fall over 40 cents per ton below the 
estimates of the most cerservative coal 
operators made 18 months ago. The contractors 
are behind in the completion of the Ohlo River 
bridge, and wil: not complete it until Nov. 1. The 
company has seeured no benefit from the earnings 
of 154 miles of the new line from the causes named. 
Four new Directors were elected, representing a 
large portion of the River Division mortcages—J. 
8. Stanton, Brayton Ives, George Moon, and A. F. 
Goodnow. of New-York. Of the ola board J. E. 
Martin, Vice-President and Genera! Manager; C. 8. 
Brice, and Samuel Thomas were elected. It is un- 


derstood that the new board will mect in New- | 


York next week to organize. when two more 
members will be selected to fill vacancies, from 
mortgage security holders, if desired. The board 
recommends the funding of coupons on the part of 
the River Division bond-holders for a time.

He has not been using his voice 
in public since he sang at Parmaa year ago, but 
it is in the best possible condition, and he will 
certainly resume his old place in the favor 
of the public here. I saw Mme. Nilsson, too. 
She was looking well, and her voice was 
in splendid condition. I saw Valleria and heard 
her xing. She is also in excellent volee, and. I am 
sure, will be heard with pleasure. Trebdelli I also 
heard. I can only say of her that she has a voice 
thatis simply grand. She is not a young woman, 
butis by no means pasece. I had the pleasure of 
hearing Sembrich sing,in concert, but notin opera. 
I don’t know thatI care to say much about her, 
because I might be considered too enthusiastic. 
She 18 a great arfist, though. She cannot weil be 
compared with Patti, because her style 1s different; 
nor should I for a moment tbink of saying that she 
is as great as Patti. There is only one Patti: 
there is only one Nilsson, and there is only one 
Sembrich. Her style is something like that of Ilma 
di Murska in her best days. I saw Mme. Scalchi. 
There was no trouble to speak of between ber and 
Mme, Trebelli, and the story that Mme. Scalchi 
was not coming over rested on a very slight foun- 
dation. There was no understanding with her 
that Mme. Patti was to be ia the company; in fact, 
when she made her engagement with me it 
was pretty well known that Mme, Patti was 
to sing with Col. Mapleson. There was a lit- 
tle misunderstanding about the matter of 
répertoire, But Mme. Trebelli will sing 
such parts as Carmen and Frederick in ‘ Mignon,’ 
which Mme, Scalchi will not sing. Their respec- 
tive répertoires have been arranged, and there is 
now no further trouble and both will be here. 
There has also been some talk about a probable 
clashing of répertoires between Signor Campanini 
and Signor =tagno;- but there will be no such trou- 
ble; Signor Stagno will make his début in ‘ Robert 
le Diable,’ and may also singin ‘Lucia.’ Signor 
Campanini will sing, as he can sing, Faust in Gou- 
nod’s opera, and also in Boito’s * Mefistofele,’ and 
also ‘Lohengrin.’ M.Capoul will sing the‘lighter 
tenor réles. He will be heard in * Traviata’ and 
in ‘Mignon.’” 

“Then you intend to push Capoul forward in 
leading parts?’ 

“Oh yes, he is one of my principal tenors. But 
I ‘have three, you must recollect. Signor Kasch- 
mann, who came over with me, will undoubtedly 
be successful here. He isnot aheavy baritone, nor 
yetalightone. He is fine looking, and has earned 
a big reputation abroad. He bas scored his greatest 
success in ‘Hamlet’ and in ‘Ii Re de Lahore,’ and 
in several operas which he will not sing in bere.” 

* What new operas will you produce *”’ 

‘**The first one will be 'Gioconda,’ which will be 
presented just as soon as it can be made ready. 
I heard it three times while I was abroad, and am 
convinced that it will be a success here. 1 have 
also bought Delibes's opera, ‘Lakme,’ and shall 
produce it during the season, though possibly not 
till Spring. Mme. Sembrich will sing the leading 
réle. One of the greatest attractions wi)}l undoubt- 
edly be Ambroise Thomas’s ‘Hamlet.’ I have 
bought the score and parts of that work as 
originally arranged, with Hamlet written for a 
tenor. Campanini will sing the part. He has been 
anxious to doit fora number of years. It has al- 
ways been done with a baritone inthe part. The 
reason was that Faure was the leading baritone 
when the opera was produced, and it was desired 
to have him create the réle on account of his great 
popularity. Consequently, the music was trans- 
posed for him. Campanini will undoubtedly 
achieve a triumph in it. Mme. Sembrich will be 
the Ophelia. The part pbelongs tu Mme. Nilsson, 
but sbe has yielded it te Mme. Sempbrich. We 
shall also produce some operas which have not 
been done ina long time, and will be as gooa as 
new. I anticipate a suecess for Signor Stagno. 
He is an artist of ability, and I think will become 
popular here.” 

“Did you near any of the other great singers 
while abroad ?” 

“‘T heard Mme. Durand, whoisa capital artist, 
and Mile. Marie Van Zandt, who is excellent in 
light operas. Idonot know whether she is com- 
ing over here next year or not, but {tis not unlike- 
ly. By the way, I saw Mrs. Langtry. She is doing 
well and making money.” 

- What can you say about your other enter- 

rises ?”’ 

“Ags to Miss Anderson, I can say that I never 
saw a greater success than hers. She will have a 
great seasonin London. I don’t know anything 
about the story which has been cabled over that 
W. 8S. Gilbert will not permit her to play Galatea. 
I don’t think his permission bas ever been asked. 
and Idon’t think his refusal would make much 
difference. Her engagement is not limited. I 
have not yet completed my arrangements for the 
Lyceum, the only other engagement being Mr. 
Barrett’s, which will be in the Spring. 
The season there, however, will not ne- 
cessarily be limited to American attrac- 
tions as has been stated. Mr. Irving;will start 
for America by the Britannic on Oct. 11. His com- 
pany will start on Oct. 10 by the City of Rome. 
His répertoire for this country has not been fully 
made out. He will, however, open in ‘ The Bells,’ 
and will play it four nignts and a matinéein the 
firat week. On bis second night he will present 
his interpretation of Charles L,in Mr. Wills’s play 
of thatname. He will also be seen in ‘ Louis XI.,’ 
‘The Lyons Mail.’ “Much ado About Nothing,’ 
‘The Merchant of Venice,’ * The Belle’s Strata- 
gem,’ and ‘Eugene Aram.’’ He will appear in 
eight plays in the four weeks of his engagement. 
He will not play Hamlet.” 

**Can you tell anything about the urrangements 
of Col. Mapleson ?”’ 

**No; 1do not knowanything. I do know that 
there is no doubt about his coming over, and I be- 
lieve he will have a good company, though I do 
not know just what people he has engaged. There 
will be a lively opera season. Salaries have been 
run up to an enormous figure by competition. aad 
there will not be a great deal of money made.” 

‘Have you made any arrangements to bring over 
strong attractions from Europe for future seasons ?"’ 

“I spall continue my policy of bringing over 
sueh attractions from Europe. I have made big 
contracts for the next three years, but do not wish 
at present to state what theyare. You may say, 
however, that there isno truth in the story that [ 
am going to bring over Sims Reeves.”’

WHAT THE ANTI-MONOPOLY LEAGUE DE-

A vigorous round of applause from an audi- 
ence of about 1,000 men greeted Mr. F. B. Thurber 
gs hearose on the platform at the mass-meeting 
held in Cooper Union last night to read the deciara-

York State Anti-Monopoly League. The Chair- 
man was the Hon. John G. Boyd, and among the 
‘Viee-Presidents were the Hon. D. R. James, Am- 
prose Snow.

Ner, John Henry Keene, of the Anti-Monopoly 
| League of Baltimore, and E. B. Harper. The decla- 
rations, as read by “Mr. Thurber, asserted 
‘that a crisis nad been reached in the his- 
tory of the country. “By pusbing forward 
men interested in corporate enterprises, by 
retaining attorneys, by contributing to campaign 
funds, and by direct and indirect bribery,” it was 
alleged that incorporated capital was rapidly low- 
ering the standard of public and private honor, 
and was weaving about the people a system of 
‘class laws which, unless checked, would “ result 
in an aristocracy and a peasantry in this country, 
with Ines as distinctly marked as in any of the 
older countries of the world.””

STEAMERS DAMAGED IN HEAVY GALES— 
OTHER MARINE MISHAPS. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Sept. 13.—The steamer 
Newport, Capt. Sundberg, which sailed from New- 
York Sept. 8, for Hayana, was towed into the 
Tybee cuter roads this merning at1 o’clock by 
the steamer Western Texas, with her rudder dis- 
abled and her coal and part of her cargo shifted.
